First Detailed Publication of the Now Famous Suppressed Memorandum of Kmperor’s 
Former Envoy at London Telling How England Strove to Avoid the Conflict

HE- Post-Dispatch prints below the complete text of the famous memo- 
randum written by Prince Lichnowsky, former German Ambassador in 
London in August, 1917, and first published in recent issues of the 


Stockholm newspaper Politiken. According to the Berliner Tageblatt: 
“It was an officer, member of an old family, decorated with the 
iron cross of the first class, who had become a pacifist in the course 
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diussia or 


of his war experiences, 


who first circulated Prince Lichnowsky’s 


memorandum without the Prince’s knowledge, laboring under the de- 
lusion that he was doing something useful and necessary.” 
The Volksstaimme (Mannheim, Socialist) says of it: 

“Whilst it cannot be regarded as a final judgment, it is an import- 
ant testimony. The Prince’s testimony with regard to Germany just 
prior to the war is based on hearsay, while what he says of the English 
policy is the result of the Prince’s own knowledge. Of two theories, 
only one is possible; either Prince Lichnowsky, the German Ambassa- 
dor to London, is the most incurable idiot who ever sat in the Ambassa- 
dor’s chair, or else not a shred remains of the fiction that the outbreak 
of the war was due to intrigues of Germany’s enemies. 


Ambassador Prince Lichnowsky’s Memorandum im Full. 


“KUCHELNA, Aug. 16, 1917.— 
Baron Marschall died in Septem- 
ber, 1912, having held his post in 
London for a few months only. 
His appointment, which was due 
mainly to his age and the plot- 
ting of a younger man to get to 
London, was one of the many mis- 
takes made by our Foreign Office. 
In spite of his imposing person- 
ality and great reputation he was 
too old and tired to be able to 
adapt himself to a purely foreign 
and Anglo-Saxon milieu. 

“He was more of a bureaucrat 
and a lawyer than a diplomat or 
statesman. He set to work to con- 


‘vince Englishmen of the harmless 


character of our German fleet, 
and naturally succeeded in 
strengthening an entirely opposite 
impression. 

“To my great surprise I was of- 
fered the post of Ambassador to 
England in October, 1912. After 
many years of work I had with- 
drawn to the country, as no suita- 
ble post had been found for me, 
and I spent my time on my farm 
and in my garden, on horseback 
and in the fields, but I read indus- 
triously and published occasional 
political articles. Thus eight years 
passed, and 13 since I had left 
Vienna as Ambassador. That was 
actually my last political employ- 
mertt. 

I do not know to whom my 
appointment in London was due. 
At all events, not to His Majesty, 
as I did not belong +o his imme- 
diate set, though he was always 
gracious to me. I know by expe- 
rience that his candidates were 
frequently successfully opposed. 

“As a matter of fact, Herr von 
Kiderlen-Wachter wanted to send 
Baron von Stumm to London. He 
met me at once with undisguised 
ill-will, and tried to frighten me by 
rudeness. Herr von Bethmann- 
Hollweg was amiable to me, and 
had visited me shortly before at 
Gratz. J am, therefore, inclined to 
think that they settled on me as 
no other candidate was available. 
The moment was obviously favor- 
able for an attempt to come to a 
better understanding with En- 


gland. ( 

“Our obscure’ policy in Moroc- 
co had repeatedly caused distrust 
of our peaceful intention, or at 
least, had raised doubts as to 
whether we knew what we want- 
ed or whether our intention was 
to keep Europe in a state of sus- 
pense, and, on oceasion, to hu- 
miliate the French. An Austrian 
colleague, who was a_ time in 
Paris, said to me: 

“"The French had begun to 
forget their revanche (revenge). 
You have regularly reminded them 
of it by trampling on their toes.’ 

“After we had declined Delcas- 
se’s offer to come to an agree- 
ment regarding Morocco, and ther. 
solemnly declared that we had no 
political interest. there-—-an atti- 
tude which agreed with Bis- 
marckian political conditions—-we 
suddenly discovered in Abdul Aziz 
a Kruger number two. To him 
also, as to. the Boers, we promised 
the protection of the mighty Ger- 
man Empire, and with the same 
result. Both manifestations con- 
cluded as they were bound. to 
conclude, with a retraction, if we 
were not prepared to start a 
world-war. The pitiable confer- 
q@nce of Algeciras could alter noth- 
ing, and still less cause Delcasse’s 
fal). : 

“Our attitude furthered the 
Russo-Japanese and Russo-Brit- 
ish rapproachment. “In face of the 
‘German peril’ all other consider- 
ations faded into the background. 
The possibility of another Franco- 
German war had been patent, and, 
as had not been the case in 1870, 
such a war could not leave out

Prince Lichnowsky’s 
Blistering Reflections 
on German Diplomacy 


“We (thegGermans) had al- 
ways backed horses which it was 
evident would lose.” 

“Trade jealousy, so much 
talked about among us, rests on 
faulty judgment of circum- 
stances.” 

“On Aug. 2, €1914,) when I 
saw Asquith in order to make 
a final attempt, he was com- 
pletely broken, and although 
quite calm, tears ran down his 
face.” 

“Of course it would only have 
needed a hint from Berlin to 
make Count Bérchtold (Aus- 
trian Foreign Minister in Aug., 
1914,) satisfy himself with a 
diplomatic success and put up 
with the Serbian reply.” 

“The impression became ever 
stronger that we (Germany) de- 
sired war in all circumstances.” 

“Thus ended my London mis- 
sion. It was wrecked not by the 
perfidy of the British, but by 
the perfidy of our policy.” 

“I had to support in London 
a policy which I knew to be 
fallacious. I was punished for 
it, for it was a sin against the 
Holy Ghost.” 


“The valuelessness of the Triple/ 


Alliance had already been demon- 
strated at Algeciras and, immedi- 
ately afterward, the equal worth- 
lessness of the agreements made 
there when the Sultanate fell to 
pieces—which was, of course, un- 
avoidable. Meanwhile the belief 
was spreading among the Russian 
people that our foreign policy was 
weak and was breaking down un- 
der ‘encirclement,’ and that cow- 
ardly surrender followed on 
haughty gestures. 

“It is to the credit of Von Kider- 
len-Wachter, though  otherwis+ 
overrated as a statesman, that he 
cleared up the Moroccan situation 
and adapted himself to circum- 
stances which could not be altered. 
Whether the world had to be upset 
by the Agadir coup is a ‘question 
I do not touch. 

“The event was hailed with joy 
in Germany, but in England caused 
all the more uneasiness in that the 
British Government waited in vain 
for three weeks for a statement of 
our intentions. 

“Mr. Lloyd George's Mansion 
House speech, intended to warn 
us, Was a consequence. Before 
Delcasse’s fall and before the Al- 
geciras conference we could have 
obtained harbors and bases on the 
West Coast but that was no long- 
er possible. 

“When I came to London in 
November, 1912, people had be- 
come easier about the question of 
Morocco, espevially since an agree- 
ment had been reached _ with 
France and Berlin. Lord Hal- 
dane's mission had failed, it is 
true, as we demanded promises of 
neutrality instead of contenting 
ourselves with a treaty which 
would insure us against a British 
attack or any attack with British 
support. 

“Sir Edward Grey had not, 
meanwhile, given up the idea of 
coming to an understanding with 
us, and made such an aitempt 
firstly on economic and colonial 
grounds. Through the agency of 
that qualified and expert Council- 
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PRINCE LICHNOWSEY. 


an exchange of opinions had taken 
place with regard to the renewal 
of the Portuguese colonial treaty 
and the Bagdad Railway, which 
thus carried out the unexpected 
aim of dividing into spheres of in- 
terest both the above-mentioned 
colonies and Asia Minor. 

“The British statesman, old 
points in dispute with France and 
Russia having been settled, wished 
to come to a similar agreement 
with us. His intention was not to 
isolate us, but to make.us in so far 
as possible partners in a working 
Just as he had succeeded 


concern. 
in bridging Franco-British and 
Russo-British difficulties, so he 


wished to remove German-British 
difficulties, and by a net- 
work of treaties — which would 
finally include an agreement on 
the miserable fleet question—to 
secure the peace of the world, as 


our earlier policy had [ent itself 
to a co-operation with the En- 
tente, which contained a mutua!' 
assurance ageinst the danger of 
war. 

“This was Sir Edward Grey's 


program in his own words, ‘With- 
out infringing on the. existing 
friendly relations with France and 


Russia, which in themselves con- 
tained no agrressive elements and 
no binding obligations for § En- 
gland, to seek to achieve a more 
friendly rapprochement with Ger- 


many, and to bring the two groups 
nearer together.’ 

“In England, as with us, there 
were two opinions, that of the op- 
timists, who believed in an under- 
standing, and that of the  pessi- 
mists, who considered war inevit- 
able sooner or later. Among the 
former were Mr. Asquith, Sir 
Edward Grey. Lord Haldane and 
most of the Ministers in the Radi- 
cal Cabinet, as well as leading Lib- 
eral organs, such as the Westmin- 
ster Gazette, the Manchester Guar- 
dian and the Daily Chronicle. 

“To the pessimists belong espe- 
cially Conservative politicians like 
Mr. Balfour, who repeatedly made 


his meaning clear to me; leading 
soldiers such as Lord. Roberts, 
who insisted on the necessity of 
conscription, and on ‘the writing 
on the wall’, and, further, the 


Northcliffe press, and that leading 
English journalist, Mr. Garvin of 
the Observer. During my term of 
office they abstained from all at- 
tacks and took up, personally and 
politically, a friendly attitude. 
“Our naval policy and our atti- 
tude in the year 1905, 1908 and 
1911 had, nevertheless, caused 
them to think that it might one 


day come to war. Just as with 
us, the former are now dubbed 
shortsighted and = simple-minded. 


latter are regarded 
the true prophets.

Balkan Questions. 
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“The first Balkan war led to the 
collapse of Turkey, and with it 
the defeat of our policy, which had 
been identified with Turkey for 
many years. Since the salvation 
of Turkey in Europe was no long- 
er feasible, only two possibilities 
for settling the question remained. 
Either we declared we had  0»*no

tion of boundaries in the Balkan 
Peninsula, and left the settlement 
of the question to the Balkan peo- 
ple themselves, or we supported 
our allies and carried out a Triple 
Alliance policy in the East, there- 
by giving up the role of mediator. 

“T urged the former course from 
the beginning, but the German 
Foreign Office very much  pre- 
ferred the latter. The chief ques- 
tion was Albania. Our allies de- 
sired the establishment of an in- 
dependent state of Albania, as 
Austria would not allow Serbia to 
reach the Adriatic, and Italy did 


not wish the Greeks to reach Va- 


lona or even the territory north of 
Corfu. 

“On the other hand, Russia, as is 
known, favored Serbian, and 
Krance Greek desires. My advice 
was now to consider the question 
as outside the alliance and to sup- 


port neither Austrian nor Italian 
wishes. Without our support the 
establishment of Albania, whose 
incapability of existence might 
have been foreseen, was an im- 
possibility. Serbia would have 


pushed forward to the coast; then 
the present world war would have 
been avoided. 

“France and Italy would have 
remained definitely divided, as to 
Greece, and the Italians, had thew 
wished to fight France alone, 
have been obliged to con-

, sent to the expansion of Greece to 


district north of Durazzo. The 
greater part of civilized Albania 
is Greek. The southern towns are 
entirely Greek, and at the time of 
the Conference of Ambassadors, 
deputations from the larger towns 
came to London to carry through 
the annexations to Greece, 

“In Greece today whole groups 


the 


are Albanian, and the _ so-called 
Greek national dress is of Alban- 
ian origin. The amalgamation of 
the preponderating Orthodox and 


Isiamic Albanians with the Greek 
State was, therefore, the best solu- 
tion and th® most natural, if one 
leaves out of account Scutari and 
the northern part of Serbia and 
Montenegro._His Majesty, the Kai- 
ser, was also in favor of this so- 
lution on dynastic grounds. 
“When [I encouraged the mon- 
arch by letter to this effect, I re- 
ceived violent reproaches from the 


Chancellor for supporting Aus 
tria’s opponents, and he forbade 
all such interference in the future, 
and even Mirect correspondence. 
We had eventually, however, to 
‘abandon the tradition of carrying 
out the Triple Alliance policy in 


the East, and to acknowledge our 
mistake, which consisted in iden- 
tifving ourselves with the Turks 
in the south and the Austro-Mag- 
yars in the north; for the continu- 
ance of that policy, which we be- 
gan at the Congress in Berlin and 
subsequently carried on zealously, 
was bound in time, should the nec- 
essary skill in conducting it fail, 
to lead to a collision with Russia 
and a world war 

“Instead of uniting with Russia 
on the basis of the independence 
of the Sultan, whom the Russians 
also did not wish to drive out of 
Constantinople, and confiding 
ourselves to economic interests in 
the East, whilst at the same time 
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political interference, and being 
satisfied with a division of Asia 
Minor into spheres of interest, the 
goal of our political ambition was 
to dominate in the Bosphorus. In 
Russia, therefore, the opinion 
arose that the way to Constanti- 
nople and to the Mediterranean 
say through Berlin. 

“Intead of encouraging a 
powerful development in the Bal- 
kan states, which were once free 
and. are very different from the 
Russians, of which fact we have 
already had experience, we placed 
ourselves on the side of the Turk- 
ish and Magyar oppressors. 

“The dire migtake of our Triple 
Alliance and our Eastern policies, 
which drove Russia—our natural 
friend and best neighbor— into the 
arms of France and England, and 
kept her from her policy of Asia- 
atic expansion, was the more evi- 
dent, as a Franco-Russian attack, 
the only hypothesis justifying a 
Triple Alliance policy, had to be 
eliminated from our calculations. 

“As to the value of the alliance 
with Italy, one word only. Italy 
needs our money and our tourists 
after the war, with or without our 
alliance. That our alliance would 
go by the board in the event of 
war was to be foreseen. The alli- 
ance consequently was worthless.

“Austria, however, needed our 
protection, both in war and peace, 
and had no other point d’appui. 
This dependence on us is based on 
political, national and economic 
grounds, and is all the greater in 
proportion to the intimacy of our 
relations with Russia. This was 
proved in the Bosnian crisis. Un- 
der the influence of a_ properly 
conducted German policy which 
would keep us in touch with Rus- 
sia, Austria-Hungary is our vas- 
sal, and is tied to us even without 
an alliance and without reciprocal 
service; under the influence of a 
misguided policy, however, we are 
tied to Austria-Hungary. An al 


liance would therefore be purpose- 


less. 

“Little as the Slavs living there 
love us, they wish just as little for 
a return to the German Kaiser- 
dom, even with a Hapsburg-Lor- 
raine at its head. They are striv- 
ing for an internal Austrian Fed- 
eration, on a national basis, a con- 
dition which is even less likely of 
realization within the German 
Empire than under the Double 
Eagle. | : 

“Austro-Germans look on Ber- 
lin as the center of German power 
and kultur, and they know that 
Austria can never be a leading 
Power. They desire as close a con- 
nection as possjble with the em- 
pire, but not to the extent of an 
anti-German policy. 

‘We had no need to heed the 
desires of our allies. They were 
not only unnecessary, but danger- 
ous, inasmuch as they would lead 
to a collision with Russia if we 
looked at Eastern questions 
through Austrian eyes. The trans- 
formation of our alliance, with its 
original purpose into a complete 
alliance, involving a complexity of 
common interests, was calculated 
to ecall forth the very state of 
things which the constitutional ne- 
gotiations were designed to pre- 
vent, namely, war. 

“The contrast between dynastic 
and democratic ideas had to Le 
given clear expression, and, as 
usual, we stood on the wrong side. 
Matters stocd in the same position 
in Serbia, where, against our own 
we were sup- 
porting an Austrian — policy of 
strangulation. 

‘“\We had always backed horses 
which it was evident weuld lose, 
such as Kruger, Abdul A7'z, Abdul 
Hamid, Wilhelm of Wield, and 
finally—and this was the most 
miserable mistake of all—Count 
Berchtold. 

“Shortly after my arrival in 
London, in 1912, Sir Friward Grey 

proposed an informal exchange of 
views in order to prevent a [uro- 
pean war aevelopving Out of the 
Salkan war, since, at the outbreak 
of that war. we had unfortunately 


declined the proposal of the 
rench Government to join in a 
declaration ef disintefestedness 


and impartiality on the part of the 
Powers. 


“The British statesman main- 
tained from the beginning (that 
England had no interest ir Al- 


bania, and would, therefore, not £0 
to war on the subject. In his role 
of ‘honest broker’ he would con- 
fine his efforts to mediation and 
an attempt to smooth away diffi- 
culties between the two groups. 

“He, therefore, by no means 
placed himself on the side of the 
Entente Powers, and during the 
negotiations, which lasted about 
eight months, he lent his goud- 
will and powerful influence to- 
ward the establishment of an un- 
derstanding. Instead of ado -ting 
the English point of view, we ac- 
cepted that dictated to us by *i- 
enna. Count Mensdorff led the 
Triple Alliance in London, and I 
was his second. 

“On every point, including Al- 
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“The German Came Too Late and the

“And what result have we to expect from the struggle 
of people? The United States of Africa will be British, 
like the United States of America;Australia, and Oceania; - 
and the Latin States of Europe, as I said years ago, will 
fall into the same relationship to the United Kingdom as 
the Latin sisters of America to the United States. They 
will be dominated by the Anglo-Saxon; France, exhausted 
by the war, will link herself still more closely to Great 
Britain. In the long run, Spain also will not resist. 

“In Asia, the Russians and Japanese will expand with 
their limitations and their customs, and the South will re- 


main to the British. 


“The world will belong to the Anglo-Saxon, the Rus- 
sian, and the Japanese, and the German will remain alone 
with Austria and Hungary. His sphere of power will be 
that of thought and of trade, not that of the bureaucrats 
and the soldiers. The German appeared too late,-.and the 
world war has destroyed the last possibility of catching up 
the lost ground, of founding a Colonial Empire.” 


Adriatic, Scutari, and in the defi- 
nition of the Albanian frontiers, 
we were on the side of Austria and 


Italy, while Sir Edward Grey 
hardly ever took the French or 
Russian point of view. On _ the 


contrary, he nearly always took 
our part, in order to give no pre- 
text for war—which was  after- 
wards brought about by a dead 
Archduke. It was with his help 
that King Nicholas was induced to 
leave Scutari. Otherwise’ there 
would have been war over this 
matter, as we shuuld never have 
dared to ask ‘our allies’ to make 
concessions. 

“Sir Edward Grey conducted 
the negotiations with care, calm 
and tact. When a question threat- 
ened to become involved he pro- 
posed a formula, which met the 
case and always secured consent. 
He acquired the full confidence of 
all the representatives. 

‘Russia has been obliged to give 
way to us all along the line, as 
she never got an opportunity to 
advance Serbian wishes. Albania 
was set up as an Austrian vassal 
State, and Serbia was driven away 
from the sea. The conference was 
thus a fresh humiliation for Rus- 
sia. 

“As in 1878 and 1908, we had 
opposed the Russian program 
without German interests being 
brought into play. 

“The dissatisfaction then preva- 
lent in Russia was given vent to 
during the London Conference by 
an attack in the Russian press on 
my Russian colleague and on Rus- 
sian diplomacy. 

“Count Benckendorff possessed 
many of the qualities of a good 
diplomat—tact, worldly kKnowl- 
edge, experience, an agreeable per- 
sonality and a natural eye for men 
and things. He sought always to 
avoid provocative attitudes, and 
was supported by the attitude of 
England and France. 

“T once said, ‘The 
Russia is very anti-German.’ He 
replied. “There are also many 
strong influential pro-German cir- 
cles there. But the people gener- 
ally are anti-Austrian.’

_"The British Government was 
most accommodating in regard to 
our interests and wishes. Sir Ed- 
ward Grey wished to show us his 
good will, but also wished in the 
main to further our colonial devel- 
opment, the while England hoped 
to lead the German development 
of power from the North Sea and 
West Europe to the Atlantic and 
Africa. ‘We do not grudge Ger- 
many her colonial development,’ a 
member of the Cabinet said to me. 
The British Government's honesty 
in striving to respect opr rights 
shows itself in that Sif Edward 
Grey before the treaty was com- 
pleted and signed indicated to us 
English business men who were 
willing to invest capital in the diés- 
tricts conceded to us by the new 
wished for 


treaty, and thereby 
British support, with the remark 
that the treaty in question be- 


longed to our sphere of interest. 

‘Even before his majesty, King 
George's visit to Berlin-—that is, 
in May,.1913—the treaty was prac- 
tically ready. Under the _ presi- 
dency of the Chancellor a discus- 
sion took place in Berlin in which 
I also took part, wher further re- 
quests were agreed to. 

On my return to London I suc- 
ceeded, with the help of Herr von 
Kuhlmann, who had worked out 
the details of the treaty with Mr. 
Parker, to carry through our lat- 
est proposal, so that the whole 
treaty was ready to be initialed by 
Sir Edward Grey and myself be- 
fore my leave. 

“Rut now new difficulties arose 
to prevent the signing, and only 
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. fore the oubreak of war, could I 


receive authority finally to con- 
clude the treaty. It was, how- 
ever, never signed. Sir Edward 
Grey would only sign on condition 
that the treaty was published, to- 
gether with both treaties of 1898 
and 1899. England has no secret 
treaties, and it was contrary to ex- 
isting principles to keep secret a 
treaty. He could, therefore, con- 
clude no treaty without publishing 
it. On the question of time and 
the manner of publication, he was 
also: ready to consider our wishes, 
on the condition that the publica- 
tion took place within a year of 
the signature. 

“But at the German Foreign Of- 
fice, where my successes in London 
created increasing distrust, it was 
stated that the publication would 
jeopardize our interests in the col- 
onies, where, further, the Portu- 
guese would give us no mere con- 
cessions. The treaty, which of- 
fered us exceptional advantages, 
the result of more than one year’s 


work, consequently fell through. 


“At the same time, I was ne- 
gotiating, with the effective co- 
operation of Herr von Kuhlmann, 
the so-called Bagdad Railway trea- 
ty. This aimed, in fact, at the di- 
vision of Asia Minor into spheres 
of interest, although this expres- 
sion was carefully avoided in con- 
sideration of the Sultan's rights. 
Sir Edward Grey declared repeat- 
edly that there was no agreement 
between England and France aim- 
ing at a division of Asia Minor. 

“In the presence of the Turk- 
ish representative, Hakki Pasha, 
connec- 
tion with the German treaty were 
settled mainly in accordance with 
the wishes of the Ottoman Band. 
The greatest concession Sir Ed- 
ward Grey made me personally 
was the continuation of the line to 
Basra. We had not insisted on 
this terminus in order to establish 
connection with Alexandretta. 
Hitherto Bagdad had been the ter- 
minus of the line. 


By this treaty the whole of Me- 
sopotamia up to Basra became our 
zone of interest, whereby the whole 
British rights, the question of 
shipping on the Tigris, and the 
Wilcox establishments were left 
untouched, as well as all the dis- 
trict of Bagdad and the Anatolian 
railways. The economic territo- 
ries of Great Britain included the 
coasts of the Persian Gulf and the 
Smyrna-Aiden Railway, those of 
France, Syria, and those of Russia, 
Armenia. Had both treaties been 
concluded and published, an agree- 
ment would have been reached 


with England which would have 
finally ended all doubt of the pos-°

‘Most difficult of all, there re- 
mained the question of the fleet. 
It was never rightly judged. The 
creation of a mighty fleet on the 
other shore of the North Sea, and 
the simultaneous development of 
the Continent’s most important 

military power into the impor- 
tant naval power had at least to 
be recognized by England as un- 
comfortable. This presumably 
cannot be doubted. 

“To maintain the necessary lead 
and not to become dependent, to 
preserve the supremacy of the sea 
which Great Britain must have in 
order not to go down, she had to 
undertake preparations and ex- 
penses which weighed heavily on 
the taxpayer. A threat against 
the British world position was 
made in that our policy allowed 
the possibility of warlike develop- 
ments to appear. This possibility 
was obviously near during the Mo- 
rocco crisis and the Bosnian ques- 
tion. One had become reconciled 
to our fleet in its definite strength. 
Obviously it was not welcome to 
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the motives, but neither the only 
nor the most important motive, 
for England's joining hands with 
Russia and France. 

“On account of our fleet alona, 
however, England would no more 
have drawn the sword than on ac- 
count of our trade, which it is pre- 
tended called. forth her jealousy 
and finally brought about war. 

“From the beginning I adopted 
the standpoint that, in spite of the 
fleet, it would be possible to come 
to a friendly understanding and 
reapproachment if we did not, 
propose new votes of credit, and, 
above all, if we carried out an 
indisputable peace policy. 

“T also avoided all mention of 
the fleet and between me and Sir 
Edward Grey, the word was never 
uttered. Sir Edward Grey de- 
clared on one occasion at a Cab- 
inet meeting: “The present German 
Ambassador has never mentioned 
the fleet to me.’

‘During my term of office the 
then First Lord, Mr. Churchill, 
raised the question of a so-called 
naval holiday, and proposed, for 
financial reasons, as much as on 
account of the pacifist inclinations 
of his party, a one year’s pause in 
armaments. Officially, the sug- 
gestion was not supported by Sir 
ldward Grey. He never spoke of 
it to me, but Mr. Churchill did so 
repeatedly. I am convinced that 
his initiative was honest, cunning 
in general not being part of the 
Englishman's constitution. It 
would have been a great success 
for Mr. Churchill to secure eco- 
nomies for the country and to 
lighten the burden of armament, 
which was weighing heavily on the 
people. I maintain that it would 
have been difficult to support his 
intention. How about the work- 
men employed for this purpose? 

“How about the technical per- 
sonnel? Our naval program was 
settled, and it would be difficult 
to alter it. Nor, on the other hand, 
did we intend exceeding it. But 
he pointed out that the means 
spent on portentous armaments 
could equally be used for other 
purposes. I maintain that such ex- 
penditure would benefit home in- 
dustries. 

“Il also succeeded, in conversa- 
tion with Sir William Tyrrell, Sir 
Edward Grey’s private secretary, 
in ‘keeping away that subject 
without raising suspicion, although 
it came up in Parliament, and 
preventing the Government’s pro- 
posal from being made. But it 
was Mr. Churchill's and the Goyv- 
ernment’s favorite idea that by 
supporting his initiative in the 
matter of large ships we should 
give proof of our goodwill and 
considerably strengthen and .in- 
crease the tendency on the part of 
the Government to get in closer 
contact with us. 

“But, as I have said, it was {m- 
possible, in spite of our fleet and 
without naval holidays, to come’ to 
an understanding. In that spirit 
I had carried out my miission from 
the beginning, and had even suc- 
ceeded in realizing my program, 
when the war broke out and de- 
stroyed everything. 

“Trade jealousy, so much talked 
about among us, rests on faulty 
judgment of circumstances. It is 
a fact that German's progress as a 
trading country after the war of 
1870 and during the following dec- 
ades, threatened the interests of 
Fritish trade circles, constituting a 
form of monopoly with its industry 
and export houses. But the grow- 
ing interchange of merchandise 
with Germany, which was first on 
the list of all European exporting 
countries—a fact I always referred 
to in my public .speeches—had 
brought to maturity the desire toe 
preserve good relations with En- 
gland’s best client and business 
friend, and had gradually sup- 
pressed all other thoughts and mo- 
tives. 

“The Englishman, asa matter of 
fact, adapts himself to circum- 
stances and does not tilt against 
windmills. 
found the greatest good-will and 
desire to further our common eco- 
nomic interests. No one there tn- 
terested himself in the Russian, 
Italian, Austrian, or even the 
French representatives, in spite of 
the imposing personality and po- 
litical success of the ‘ast named. 
Only the German and American 
Ambassadors attracted public at- 
tention. 

“In order to get in touch with 
the most important business cir- 
cles I accepted Invitations from the

| CREATING A NEW CORN STATE. 
| C. A. Cobb, a Mississippi farm expert, started 
last fall to give his neighbors an appreciation of 
corn as a crop. His goal was 5,000,000 acres of 
corn in that State this year, an increase of per- 
haps 100 per cent. Most of this land would be 
withdrawn from the cotton acreage, a most dif- 
ficult task, but it appears now that Mr. Cobb will 
come within hailing distance, at least, of his 
goal. 
During the winter Mr. Cobb did his missionary 
work without reference to cotton. He talked to 
bankers who loan money to farmers and to the 
| larger farmers on the economy proposition of corn 
| growing, plus the patriotism. In this he 
‘pointed out, patriotism would be profitable. He 
showed that the corn consumption of the State 
was 100,000,000 bushels and constantly increasing. 
The largest crop raised, that of 1917, was 86,000,000 
bushels. He declared that the payment of profit to 
corn-growing farmers of other states for this ex- 
;cess consumption, and the freight tolls, were

| Bucharest could naturally count 
upon our support. This they knew, 
for already they had been _re- 
proached several times for their 
slackness.

“When I returned to London in 
December, 1913, after a long holi- 
day, the Liman von Sanders ques- 
tion had led to our relations with 
Prussia becoming acute, Sir Edward 
Grey called my attention with some 
uneasiness to the consequent unrest 
in St. Petersburg, saying: ‘I have 
never seen them so excited.’

“During the critical days of 
July, 1914, Sir Edward said to me: 
‘If ever you want something done 
in St. Petersburg you come to me 
regularly, but if ever I appeal for 
your influence in Vienna you re- 
fuse your support.’ The good and 
dependable relations I was fortu- 
nate in making not only in society 
and among influential people such 
as Sir Edward Grey and Mr. As- 
quith, but also with others at pub- 
. lic dinners, naa brought about a 
noticeable improvement in our re- 
lations with England. Sir Edward 
devoted himself honestly to further 
this rapprochement, and his in- 
tentions were especially noticeable 
in two questions—the Colonial 
treaty and the treaty regarding 
the Bagdad Railway. 

“In 1898 Count Hatzfeldt and 
Mr. Balfour had signed a secret 
agreement dividing the Portuguese 
in Africa into economic 
spheres of interest between us and 
England. As the Portuguese Gov- 
ernment had neither the Bower nor 
the means to render accessible, or 
suitably to control, their extensive 
tracts, they had already taken into 
consideration their relinquishment, 
thereby helping their finances. An 
agreement had been come to be- 
tween us and England which de- 
fined our respective interests and 
which was of so much the greater 
value as Portugal, as is known, 
was completely dependent on En- 
gland. 

Treaties Did Not Clash. 

“In addition, this treaty insured 
the Portuguese kingdom’s inviola- 
bility and independence, and. only 
declared the intentfon of support- 
ing the Portuguese financially and 
economically. It, therefore, did 
not clash with the old Angle-Por- 
tuguese treaty dating from the six- 
teenth century, which had last 
been renewed under Cherles bl 
and which guaranteed each coun- 
try’s possessions.

Germany Was for War.  » 

“At the end of June, 1914, I pro- 
ceeded to Kiel by ofder of the 
Kaiser. A few weeks before I had 
been given the honorary degree of 
Doctor at Oxford, a_ distinction 
conferred upon no German Ambas- 
sador since Herr von Bunsen. On 
board the M€teor (thes Kaiser's 
vacht), we heard of the death of 
the Archduke, the heir to the Aus- 
trian . throne.

“As I was uninformed about 
views and events at Vienna, I at- 
tached no far-reaching importance 
to this event.

that Austria intended to proceed 
against Serbia, in order to put an 
end to an intolerable state of af- 
fairs. 

“Unfortunately I underestimated 
at the moment the impertance of 
the news. I thought that nothing 
would come of it, after all, and 
that, if Russia threatened, the 
trouble could easily be composed. 
Now I regret that I did not stay in 
Berlin and say at once that I would 
have no share in any such policy. 

“Subsequently I learned that at 
the decisive conversation at Pots- 
dam on July 6 the inquiry ad- 
dressed to us by Vienna found ab- 
solute assent among all the per- 
sonages in authority; indeed, they 
added that there would be no 
harm if a war with Russia were to 
result. So, at any rate, it is stated 
in the Austrian protocol which 
Count Mensdorf, Austrian Ambas- 
sador, received in London. Soon 
afterward Herr von Jagow was in 
Vienna to discuss everything with 
Count Berchtold, Austrian Foreign 
Minister. 


“After my arrival I became con- 
vinced that in no circumstances 
need we fear a British attack, but 
that under all conditions England 
would protect France. I advanced 
this opinion in repeated reports 
with detailed reasoning and insis- 
tence, but without gaining cred- 
ence, although Lord Haldane’s 
refusal of the formula of neu- 
trality and England's attitude dur- 
ing the Morocco crisis were clear 
indications. In addition, the 
above-mentioned secret agree- 
ments were known to the depart- 
ment. 


“I then received instructions 
that I was to induce the English‘ 
press to take up a friendly atti- 
tude if Austria gave the ‘death 
blow’ to the great Serbian move- 
ment, and as far as possible I was 
by my influence to prevent public 
opinion from opposing Austria. 
Recollections of the attitude of 
England during the annexation 
crisis, when public opinion showed 
sympathy for the Serbian rights 
in Bosnia, recollections also of the 
benevolent promotion of national 
moyements in the time of Lord 
Byron and Garibaldi—these and 
other things spoke se _ strongly 
against the probability of support 
being given to the projected puni--- 
tive expedition against the mur- 
derers that I considered it neces- 
sary to give an urgent warning 
against the whole project, which 
I described ,as adventurous and 
dangerous, and I advised that 
moderation should be recommend- 
ed to the Austrians, because I dic 
not believe in the localization of 
the conflict. 

Jagow Would “Risk It.” 

“Herr von Jagow answered me 
that Russia was not ready; there 
would doubtless be a_ certain 
amount of \bluster, but the more 
would Russia draw back. He said 
that Austria was already accusing 
us of want of spirit, and that we 
should not squeeze her. On the 
other hand, feeling in Russia was 
becoming ever more anti-German, 
and so we must simply risk it. 


“This attitude, as I learned 
later, was based upon reports 
from Count Pourtales (German 


Ambassador in Petrograd) to the 
effect that Russia would-not move 
in any circumstances; these reports 
caused us to stimulate Count 
Berchtold to the greatest possible 
energy. Consequently I hoped for 
salyation from an English media- 
tion, because I knew Sir Edward 
Grey’s influence in Petrograd 
could be turned to use in favor of 
peace. So I used my friendly re- 
lations with Sir Edward Grey, and 
in confidence begged him to advise 
moderation in Russia if Austria, 
as it seemed, demanded satisfac- 
tion from the Serbs, | 
English Press Calm. 

“At the first attitude of the 
English press was calm and friend- 
ly to the Austrians, because the 
murder was condemned. But gra- 
dually more and more voices were 
heard to insist that, however neces- 
sary the punishment of the crime, 
an exploitation of the crime for 
political purposes could not be 
justified. Austria was strongly 
urged to show moderation. 


—— 


“When:the ultimatum appeared 
all the newspapers, with the ex- 
ception of The Standard, which 
was always.in low water and ap- 
parently was paid by the Austrians, 
were at one in their condemnation. 
The whole world, except in Berlin 
and Vienna, understood that it 
meant war, and indeed world-war. 
The British fleet, which chanced 
to be assembled for a review, was 
not demobilized. 

“At first I pressed for as con- 
ciliatory an answer as possible 
on the part of Serbia, since the 
attitude of the Russian Govern- 
ment left no further doubt of the 
seriousness of the situation. 

“The Serbian reply was in ac- 
cordance with the British efforts; 
M. Pashitch’ had actually accepted 
everything, except two points, 
about which he declared his readi- 
ness to negotiate. If Russia and 
England had wanted war, in order 
to fall upon us, a hint to Belgrade 
would have been sufficient, and 
the unheard-of (Austrian) note 
would have remained unanswered. 

Sir Edward Grey’s Proposal. 

“Sir Edward Grey went through 
the Serbian reply with me, and 
pointed to the conciliatory attitude 
of the Government at Belgrade. 
We then discussed his mediation 
proposal, which was to arrange an | 
interpretation of the two points 
acceptable to both parties.

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pledged his word that as long as 
negotiations continued not a man 
should mareh-——so that we delib- 
erately heatiwes ed the possibility of 
a peaceful settlement. 

“In view of these indisputable 
facts, it is not surprising that the 
whole civilized world outside Ger- 
many attributes to us the sole guilt 
for the world war. 

Why World Is Against Germany. 

“It is not intelligible that our 
enemies declare that they will not 
wWotil a system is destroyed 
which’ constitutes a permanent 
threatening of our neighbors? 
Must they not otherwise fear that 
in a few years they will again have 
to take up arms, and again see 
their provinces overrun and their 
towns and villages destroy ed? 
Were these people not right w ho 
prophesied that the spirit of 
Treitschke and Bernhardi domt 
inated the German people—the 
spirit which glorifies war as an 
aim in itself and does not abhor it 
as an evil: that among us it is still 
the feudal knights and Junkers 
and the caste of warriors who rule 
and who fix our ideals and our 
values—not the civilian gentleman, 
that the love of duelling, which in- 
spires our youth as the universi- 
ties, lives on in those who guide 
the fortunes of the people? Had 
not the events at Zabern and the 
Parliamentary debates on that case 
shown freedoms are valued among 
us, when questions of military 
power are on the other side? 

“Cramb, a historian who has 
since died, an admirer of Germany, 
German point of view into 
the words of Euphorion: 


rest 


Traumt Ihr den Friedenstag? 
Traume, wer traumen mag! 
Krieg ist das Logungswort: 
Sieg, und so klingt es fort. 


‘Militarism, really a school for 
the nation and an instrument of 
military power, if the patriarchial 
absolutism of a soldier-kingdom 
renders possible an attitude which 
would not be permitted by a de- 
mocracy which had disengaged 
itself from military-Junker influ- 
ences. 

“That is what our enemies think, 
and that is what they are bound to 
think, when they see that, in spite 
of capitalistic industrialization, and 
in spite of Socialistic organization, 
the living, as Friedrich Nietzsche 
says, are still governed by the 
dead. The principal war aim of 
our enemies, ihe democratization 
of Germany, will be achieved, 

The German Future. 

“Today, after two vears of the 
war, there can be no further doubt 
that we cannot hope for an uncon- 
ditional victory over Russians, 
English, French, Italians, Ruma- 
nians and Americans, and that we 
cannot reckon upon the overthrow 
of our enemies. But we can reach 
a compromised peace only upon 
the basis of the evacuation of the 
occupied territories, the possession 
of which in any case signifies for 
uS a burden and weakness and the 
peril of new wars. Consequently 
everything should be _ avoided 
Which hinders a change of course 
on the part of those enemy groups 
which might perhaps still be won 
over to the idea of compromise-—~ 
the British Radicals and the Rus- 
sian Reactionariese Even from this 
point of view, our Polish project 
is just as objectionable as any in- 
terference with Belgian rights, or 
the execution of British citizens— 
to say nothing of the mad subma- 
rine war scheme. 

“Our future lies upon the water. 
True, but it therefore does not lie 
in Poland and Belgium, in France 
and Serbia. That is a reversion 
to the Holy Roman Enipire, to the 
abernations of the Hohenstaufens 
and Hapsburgs. It is the policy 
of the Plantagenets, not the policy 
of Drake and Raleigh, Nelson and 
Rhodes. 

“Triple Alliance policy is a re- 
lapse into the past, a revolt from 
the future, from imperialism, from 
world policy. Central Europe 
medievalism; Berlin-Bagdad is a 
cul de sac, and not a road into 
the @epen, to unlimited possibili- 
ties, and to the world mission of 
the German people. 

“Il am no enemy of Austria, or 
Hungary, or Italy, ar Serbia, or 
any other state; I am only an en- 
emy of the Triple Alliance policy, 
whieh was bound to divert us from 
our aims, and to bring ‘us on to 
the sloping plane of Continental 
policy. It was not German poliey, 
but Austrian dynastic policy. The 
Austrians had accustomed them- 
selves to regard the alliance as a 
shield, under whose protection 
they could make excursions at 
pleasure into the East. 

“And what result have we to 
expect from the struggle of peo- 
ples? The United States of Af- 
rica, like the United States of 
America, of Australia and of Oce- 
ania; and the Latin states of Ku- 
rope, as I said years ago, will fall 
into the same relationship to the 
United Kingdom as the Latin sis- 
ters of Ameriaa to the United 
States, They will be dominated by 
the Anglo-Saxon; France, exhaust- 
ed by the war, will link herself 
still more closely to Great Brit- 
ain. in the long run, Spain also 
will not resist. 

“In Asia, the Russian and Jap- 
anese will expand their borders 
and their customs, and the south 
will remain to the British. | 

“The world will belong to the 
Angio-Saxon, the Russian and the 
Japanese, and the German will re- 
main alone with Austria and Hun- 
gary. His sphere of power will be 
that of thought and trade. not 
that of the bureaucrats and the: 
soldiers. The German appeared 
too late, and the world war has 
destroyed the last possibility of 
catching up the lost ground, of 
founding a colonial empire. 

“For we shall not supplant the

This leaves the German 
a striking force of 130 divisions and not less 
than 127 have been reported in action so far. He

The first blow of the German was struck 


with 98 divisions, which were used in the first 
three weeks at the Somme, It is exceedingly 
doubtful if he can ever get together another such 
force because the troops were specifically picked 
and trained.

A year later the German army con- 
sisted of 170 divisions, an increase of but 33 di- 
visions and of this number 103 divisions con- 
taining 1,300,000 were in the west and 67 di- 
visions, containing almost 900,000 men, were in 
the east. 

As late as last September, the Germans, then 
possessing 239 divisions, were using 147 divi- 
sions, with 1,500,000, in the west, and 92 divi- 
sions, with 1,100,000, in the east. In three years 
the Germans had thus almost, but not quite, 
doubled the number of his divisions, but had 
reduced the strength of the divisions from 14,000 | 
to 10,000, having 2,660,000 men in his organized 
army against 1,722,000 in the Marne time, 

Today he has in the west 190 divisions, amount- 
ing to about 2,400,000, and he has 49 in the east 
or en route from east to west, plus any new di- 
visions he may have organized since last Decem- 
ber, but these are bound to be very few. Accept- 
ing the highest estimate of 220 divisions as the 
number he can use in the west this year, he will 
be able to employ in all around 2,640,000, to which 
must be added certain artillery formations, in- 
cluding Austrian regiments of heavy artillery.

ITTLE did I dream when I sailed away from 

3 San Francisco in the>little bark Beluga 

that I would finish my voyage not in Aus- 

tarlia, after a tow months’ trip, but in Denmark, 

the other side of the world, after a 10 months’ ex- 

perience that seldom has been equaled in seago- 
ing history. 

My story could well be called “An Escape From 
the Jaws of Hell,” for a prisoner’s life in Ger- 
many under present conditions is surely a hell 
on earth. During my six weeks’ stay in Den- 
mark I have interviewed neutral sailors who have 
been sent out of Germany, and old men who have 
gone out on passports because of extreme cld 
age; also prisoners who have escaped over the 
border into Denmark via the coal train route. 
These men, one and all, paint a picture of a pris- 
oner’s life in Germany as being a veritable heil 
on earth. 

We. sailed from San Francisco on May 15, 
1917, with a cargo of 15,000 cases of benzine for 
Sydney, Australia. After letting go the tugboat 
and setting sail on the ship, we settled down for 
a quiet and uneventful passage. Seldom have I 
gone to sea under more favorable circumstances. 
A tight little vessel, a good deep water crew of 
Scandinavian sailormen, plenty of good, whole- 
some provisions and a cook who knew his busi- 
ness. Both the first and second mates were offi- 
cers of the old school, with years of experience, 
so it seemed that I was fortunate in getting so 
evenly balanced a cfew, as, owing to the frenzied 
state of shipping along the Pacific coast, a master 
was indeed fortunate who found on getting to sea 
that half his crew could box the compass, much 
less hand, reef and steer. 

Even under these favorable circumstances there 
was a fly in the ointment. On counting noses, I 
made the discovery that the entire ship’s com- 
pany amounted to 13 (an unlucky number, as 
A ship’s crew of 11, 
counting myself, and two passengers—my wife 
and little daughter. When I called this fact to 
my wife’s attention she laughed at me, saying 
that was old sailors’ tommyrot and that we were 
living in the twentieth century and should have 
outgrown such silly superstitions. Nevertheless, 
owing to a strain of Scotch bloéd in my veins, 
the superstition remained in my mind for many 
days, until, owing to the humdrum uneventfulness 
of our progress, this thought died a natural 
death. 

I crossed the Equator well to the westward; 


| passing to the westward of the Fiji Islands and 


hoping that when I ran out of the seoutheast 
trade winds I would get a favorable wind and cut 
close by the southern end of New Caledonia. I 
had a hunch, and if I had been lucky and had two 
days’ favorable wind this story would never have 
happened. But, unfortunately, adverse winds 
were encountered, forcing me to the southward 
and into the regular sailing vessel route.

My wife is an Australian girl and had not 
been home to visit her mother for more than 10 
years. Each day at noon when I placed the ves- 
sel’s position on the chart she would measure 
and remeasure the distance we had left to go and 
figure out the days, hours and minutes that 
would elapse, under various weather conditions, 
until she should once more see her Australian 
home. 

On July 9, at noon, our little vessel was only 
about 900 miles off Sydney, about four days’ run 
under favorable conditions, and according to all 
the weather signs we were about due for a south- 
east squall, which in this case would have almost 
certainly lasted us into port. It was decreed 
otherwise, however. 

About 2:15 p. m. “Fritz,” a Norwegian sailor, 
aloft on one of the masts, shouted down “Smoke 
Oh! on the port beam.” I had a look through my 
binoculars, and sure enough, there was a steam- ) 
er’s stack and two masts just visible on the 
southwest horizon. I called to the wife, who was 
busy inside the cabin, to come on deck and see 
the steamer, which was the first vessel of any 
description we had sighted since we left San 
Francisco some 50 days back.

As soon as they had given me time to read

I knew what that meant, and 
it didn’t take us long to clean up the light sails 
and throw the main yards aback. I stood fora 
minute on the break of the poop and looked 
down on the main deck st crew. To all ap- 
pearances these Scandinavians stood around talk- 
ing and smoking just as if meeting a German 
raider in the South Pacific was part of the day’s 
work. 

For myself, I knew that this marked a crisis in 
the lives of any American or British born among 
us, and as for my wife and child, God, the thought 

In a moment all 
the accounts I had heard of German atrocities to- 
ward women and children in Belgium flashed 


and dizzy. I had no other feeling, felt no sur- 
prise, although I had heard nothing of a raider 
being in the South Pacific—or my wife wouldn’t 
have been there. I shad given up the sea six 
years ago and only made this particular trip be- 
cause of what my wife calls the "Scotch Jew” 
in me. We wanted to go to Australia to visit my 
wife’s family and I took this chance of making 
money out of visiting the mother-in-law. 


On walking aft I saw my wife 
against the wheelhouse, her face as white as a 
sheet and her eyes with a look of horror in them 
that chilled my blood. When she saw me she 
came over and took my hand in hers, looking al! 
the time into my eyes and not saying a word, 
We stood there for what seemed a century. Pres- 
ently I called Juanita to us and the three of us 
went down below into the cabin. We sat on the 
settee, never saying a word, and poor little Nita 
began to sob, feeling ‘something sinister in the 
air, which she did not understand.

In a minute the mate came to the cabin sky- 
light and sang out that the launch would be 
alongside in a minute. I answered, “All right;” 
my wife got up and walked over to the bed and 
took one of my revolvers (I had two there) from 
under the mattress and handed it to me. Sud- 
denly she threw both arms around my neck and 
drew my head into such a position that she could 
look into my eyes, and said: “Stanley, 
you to promise me that they will never get Jua- 
nita.” I threw both arms about her, hugging her 
tight to myself, and said: ‘Mamie, I promise it;

When passing through the wheelhouse I stopped 
for a moment to pull myself together. On going 
on deck I saw a small motor launch just arriving 
alongside crowded with German bluejackets, 
armed to the teeth.

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“Captain,” he said, “I take charge of your ves- 
sel in the name of the German Imperial Navy.” 
He gave an order in German and two German 
sailors sprang to the flag halyards and hauled 
down the Stars and Stripes and ran up the Ger- 
man ensign. They carefully saved the American 
flag and the company’s burgee and took them 
aboard the Wolf afterward as _ trophies. a 
crew, meantime, had been lined up and searche 
for weapons. Among the things the boarding 
crew brought on board was a black case contain- 
ing 20 pairs of handcuffs and three large bontbs 
to blow the vessel to pieces with. They didn’t 
need the handcuffs, however.

After the Lieutenant had gone through the 
ship’s papers and found out all particulars re- 
garding the Beluga’s cargo, he had his signal 
man wig-wag the information to the commander 
of the Wolf, which was standing by. The com- 
mander, on finding out I had a cargo of benzine, 
decided not to sink the vessel imemdiately, but 
to take on board some 300 cases for use in their 
hydroplane, as their supply was getting low. 

In a short while we received instructions from 
the Wolf to proceed due east for 60 miles and 
wait there for them. The Wolf then left us, 
going off at right angles. I learned from some 
of the German sailors that there was a big 
steamer approaching, and that the Wolf would 
probably run along parallel with her during the 
night and capture her in the morning. About 
9:30 that night this steamer passed us, about a 
mile and a half off, heading to the southward and 
westward. When she came abreast of us, she 
signaled by Morse code asking what vessel we 
were, but the German prize crew took good care 
that none of us could answer or make any signals 
of any kind. I can use both continental and Morse 
and had a signal lamp on board, so if I had had 

, an opportunity I could have warned this steam- 
‘er that there was a raider about.

During the evening I had a. chance to get ac- 
quainted with Lieut. Zelasko, the prize officer, 
and found him to be a very decent chap indeed. 
He, like all the rest of the Wolt’s officers, except- 
ing the commander and the Artillery Lieutenant, 
wére members of the Imperial Marine, or naval 
reserve, and men that in peacetime commanded 
and served as officers in the merchant service, 
‘the same as myself. In fact, I found that Lieut. 
) Zelasko had served part of his time as ablebodied 
seaman on,#he American ship Roanoke, a vessel 
that I had been in some years ago. He had the 
second-class Iron Cross which he had won at 
Antwerp. 

Lieut. Zelasko assured me on his word of honor 
that my family would receive nothing but the 
best of care possible under the circumstances on 
board the Wolf. In fact, after finding out that 
the Wolf was manned by ex-merchant marine of- 
ficers and men, my fears for the safety of my 
wife and little girl subsided greatly. My wife 
herself cheered up a great deal after hearing 
this, thinking that people from our own walk 
of life would not be as barbarous as we had 
been led to believe. 

The German prize crew made a great fuss over 
Juanita, she being quite a novelty to them, and 
I am sure that she had the time of her life. No- 
body on board the Wolf had seen a woman or 
child for nearly nine months. My wife and little 
girl were the first woman and child they had 


taken prisoner. 


On July 11, early in the morning, the Wolf 
picked us up again. It seems that steamer we saw 
got away from them. The Wolf put four large 
lifeboats on the water and took off. some 300

ship’s stores we had. The crew and myself were. 


allowed to take everything we had on board the 
raider. At 1:30 p. m. we went into the boats and 
were taken alongside the Wolf and climbed on 
board by means of a Jacob’s ladder. 

On arriving on deck we were met by the chief 
officer, Capt. Schmall, whose first words were: 
“Tell your wife and little girl they have nothing 
to fear; that we are not the Huns you probably 
think we are.” He fook us aft under the poop 
and showed us an ex-storeroom which some men 
were cleaning out for our use. This room was 
in the genter of the prisoners’ quarters and had 
absolutely no ventilation, and there were negroes, 
Indians and various other nationalities passing up 
and down before the door, in various states of 
decolette, to say the least. 

The Captain told me that we three could have 
this room together or my wife and child could 
have a more comfortable room on the berth deck 
amidships, but that I would have to remain down 
below, and would be allowed to visit my family 
two hours each day. My wife would not hear of 
this latter arrangement, saying that we would 
live jn a pigsty together rather than be separated. 

Commander Nerger came along and spoke to 
us, saying that he was very sorry to find that the 
Beluga had a woman and child on board, and 
had he known that such was the case he would 
have passed right on, but that once he had shown 
himself to be a raider, to protect himself he 
would have to keep us prisoners until such time 
as he could land us some place where it would not 
jeopardize the safety of his vessel or crew, and 
that in the meantime be would make us as com- 
fortable as possible ucder the circumstances. 
He then gave orders that we three should be 
given one of the deck officers’ staterooms on the 
berth deck and that we were to be given the 
freedom of the deck on the side our room was on, 
and that as long as I paid attention to my own 
business and did not talk to any of the sailors 
I was to continue enjoying this privilege; but 
just as soon as I gave them cause to believe I 
was trying to gather information I was to be sent 
down into the hell hole aft—as the prisoners 
called their well-named quarters. Needless to 
say, I gladly agreed to this proposition, knowing 
myself to be lucky not to be separated from my 
family.

At 4:30 p. m. a man (who was afterward my 
orderly) came to the room with cotton batting to 
put in our ears, as they were going to sink the 
Beluga by gunfire. I was granted permission to 
go on to the boat deck and watch. They fired 
19 shots at her with the six-inch guns forward 
and the nineteenth shell hit her amidships. The 
other 18 were clean misses—rotten shooting, as 
the “target’’ was only two and one-half miles off. 
The Beluga burst into flames and immediately 
she caught fire the benzine exploded, making a 
) wonderful sight. 

The sea for miles around was covered with 
burning petrol. The weather was almost calm 
and occasionally a cat’s paw of wind would come 
along and cause this flaming field of oil to run 
in various directions, opening a path of black 
water through a field of flames. Immediately 
this cat’s paw of wind was over, the flames would 
tun together again. When the spars fell out of 
the ship the splash was not of water, but a ver- 
itable cataract of flame. 

Even the Germans were impressed by the pic- 
ture of three square miles of burning sea, flames 
leaping 30 feet high and raging for hours. In 
fact, the sight was so great that I did not realize 
for some minutes that it was my own little 
home that was going up in flames. My wife, of 
course, could not stand this sight and had re- 
mained in her room. 


Encove Captured and Sunk. 


‘Now came what I consider the most awful pe- 
riod of my experience. My wife, who is naturally 
of a high-strung and courageous disposition, 
broke down under the preceding five days’ strain. 
Lackily, Dr. Hausvelt, the Wolf's senior sur- 
geon, had been in private life a woman's special- 
ist in nervous troubles, and owing to his skill 
and untiring services, my wife pulled through. 
She lay in her berth packed in ice for three 
weeks, absolutely delirious. Owing to the ex- 
perience I had undergone during the last few 
days my own nerves were all ragged and upset, 
and the continual raving and shrieking of my 
wife, who imagined herself undergoing the most 
awful torture, nearly drove me crazy. Some days 
and nights seemed never to come to an end. 

During this time, on July 17, to be exact, the 
Wolf captured and set on fire the American 
schooner Encove, Cap§} Oleson, bound from Co-

What the British Had. 

The Germans fix the number of 
Britigh divisions in line as 50, and 
hint that others are with the army 
of maneuver.

and this would mean a total of 175 
divisions, plus what American divi- 
sions were ready; and the Germans 
count these as 220,000, which would 
represent a little less than. nine 
American divisions and a little more 
than 18 German divisions. 

The allies thus had on the western 
front some 184 divisions against 190 
Germans, but their divisions were 
stronger than the Germans and gave 
them a slight numeérical advantage 
‘The Germans struck with the ad- 
vantage of.a superior concentration 
at the point of attack. He had 40 
divisions against 14 and 60 against 
less than 25 in the first days. He 
used 98 at the Somme first and last, 
where the allies probably used less 
than half as many. But this great 
advance was due, not to his numbers 
so much as to his success in breaking 
through the allied line before the 
allies could concentrate, and this was 
an accident of war. 

How Many British? 

The British Fifth army failed in 
its mission. But, despite his initia] 
advantage, the German was pinned 
down six days later by forces still far 
his inferior, for the French did not 
use above 10 divisions, and even if 
the whole of the British reserve divi- 
sions with the army of maneuvers 
were drawn upon, this would not add 
more than 10 more. The _ British 
Third army was only partially en- 
gaged until the main drive had been 
halted. It is not true, then, that the 
allies are outnumbered, but it is true 
that they chose to hold their lines 
relatively lightly against the storm, 
that as a& result their army was 
although in part through 
mistakes of command and begause 
of poor staff work. Three French 
divisions at Verdun held 17 German 
divisions within five miles for six 
days. But 14 British divisions failed 
to‘hold 40 German divisions within 
30 miles in the same time. 

If the British have 60 divisions in 
France, containing at least 1,000,000 
men, they must have another 1,000,- 
| 000 of reserves in the depots to refill 
wastage gaps, and they may have 
250,000 on communications and non- 
fighting work. They are, then, pro- 
portionately better off than the Ger- 
mans for reserves. In addition the 
British have 1,000,000 men in 
Britain, but of these half are con- 
valescent wounded and.a quarter are 
new men being trained, to use Gen. 
Maurice’s recent figures, which

; France after the collapse of the Fifth 
{ army. Another 1,000,000 may be set 


down to “side shows,” Italy, Saloniki, 
Palestine and Mesopotamia. 

All told, 60 British divisions at the 
most have been fighting 90 German 
but the British divisions 
are stronger than the German. With 
the British have been from 10 to 20 
French divisions, who have fought 
with 37 German divisions, in part 
with the British and in part alone. 
It would not seem, therefore, that the 
allies~have been overwhelmingly out- 
numbered, as five Belgian and two 
Portuguese divisions have been used, 
also against the 127 German divi- 
sions. And there must still remain 
some 40 French divisions of the 
army of maneuvers as well as 50 or 
60 divisions on the balance of the 
line, which can be used to replace 
exhausted divisions, just as the Ger- 
mans can draw upon 70 similar divi- 
sions. 


But the big question remains, 
which of the contestants can refill its 
wastage more promptly and more 
frequently? Again, it would seem to 
be the allies, provided we do our 
part. Foch’s army of maneuver, 
with its 40 or more divisions may be 
kept intact,’ or it- may be further 
weakened by the necessity of going 
to the aid of the hard pressed Bri- 
tish. But, as the conflict goes on, 
both sides will be worn down and 
neither may be left at the end of the 
campaign in a position to strike, al- 
though the German is sure to have 
fewer numbers at that time, if he 
makes no big captures. 


Task for Americans. 

This situation, however, may be 
avoided if America can put 500,000 
men in line by July 1 and 750,000 by 
October 1. Then the German will 
find himself with his reserves ex: 
hausted, his divisions worn out with- 
out adequate resources for filling 
them and he will find that on the 
enemy side, many new American di- 
visions are ready for some sort of 
fighting. 

As it stands, the Germans cannot 
count on more than 220 divisions, 
the allies can count upon 60 British, 
100 French, 5 Belgian and 2 Portu- 
guese. British troops, withdrawn 
from the “side shows” or sent over 
from Britain, may bring the total up 
to 70 divisions for the British. But 
beyond this there can be only such 
increase as is supplied by the Ital- 
lans and the Americans. Our troops 
over there now, according to the 
Germans, have the value of 18 Ger- 
man divisions and the allies, all told, 
must have the equivalent of at least 
200 and probably the full 220 Ger- 
man divisions, given the difference 
in divisional strength, but this means 
as I said befere, that both sides niay 
wear out all their reserves before 
the conflict is over and our allies be 
unable to make a counter-stroke at 
the close, if we do not act promptly 
and send as many troops over as 
possible. 

As it stands, and for the reasons I 
have tried to indicate, no one of the 
armies can, in the campaign of this 
year, much increase ita number of 
divisions and the number of divisions

necessary advantage in numbers and 
our relatively slightly trained troops 
can be used in quiet sectors, organ- 
ized with French brigades, to re- 
lease other French brigades. As for 
the Italian troops, they will be far 
more nearly ready for immediate use 
anywhere. 
Cutting Down the Reserve. 

The problem of attrition is to wear 
out the German reserves, behind the 
divisions in the field, while prevent- 
ing the Germans from obtaining de- 
cisive results. 


He has lost between - 


300,000 and 400,000 men, the British 
and French together have not lost 
above 300,000, although the British 
loss in pfisoners has been fairly high. 
and this represents permanent wast- 


tage, for these will not return until 


the end of the war, while the Ger- 
man will get most of his wounded 
back this year. But this dividing 
the loss among several nations, the 
allies will bear the more easily than 
the German, who must bear it all by 
himself. 

Another month and another 300,-

Mme. de _ Victorica, who also 
has been known as Mme. de Vus- 
slere, is said to have come to the 
United States through Norway, Jan. 
21, 1917, as a passenger on the 
steamship BRergunsfjord. 

Mme. de Victorica, who is 33 
years old, is a handsome woman of 
the German type. 

Her first husband is said to have 
been a Chilean who died soon after | 
their marriage. In 1914 she married | 
‘Jose de Victorica at Hamburg, Ger- | 
many. She described 


De Victorica | 
as “a doctor in chemistry and phil- 
osophy.” Her husband remained | 
with her only three or four months, | 
she declared, and then disappeared. | 
She explained her presence in this 
country by saying she came here to 
look for him. 

Federal authorities believe her real 
mission in the United States was to 
spread German propaganda among 
the Irish. She is reported to have 
been the chief aid to a Lieutenant- 
Commander of the German navy, 
who reached here in December, 1916, 
and who has been working among 
Sinn Fein sympathizers. The Ger- 
man naval officer disappeared a few 
days ago, when he discovered that 
agents of the Department of Justice 
were trailing him. 

Mme. de Victorica, a Government 
agent said, is known to have received 
money from this man and is report- 
ed to have spent $40,000 since she 
arrived in the United States.

Quickly Enemy Troops 
Were Unable to Get Out 
of Way. 


TWO COMPANIES WERE 
SOON WIPED OUT 
Night Surprise at Villers-

WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, April 27 (By A. P.).—The 
slaughter caused by the small British 
tanks among a concentration of the 
enemy near Cachy in Wednesday’s 
fighting appears to have been even 
greater than was reported originally. 
A few of these little engines, which 
are much faster than the ordinary 
big tanks, made the assault so quick- 
ly on two or three battalions of the 
enemy’s infantry which were forming 
for an attack that the Germans were 
unable to scatter before they were 
being fiercely deluged with machine 
gun bullets. Not only that, but a 
large number of men were caught 
beneath the tanks and ground into 
the earth. 

Prisoners estimate that at least 
two and probably three German com- 
panies were wiped out in a few min- 
utes. The machines returned in such

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horrible condition from the shambles 
that they had to be washed down. 
German Prisoner’s Story. 

One German prisoner had a rough 
expertence with the small tanks and 
lived to tell the story, although he 
was much shaken as a result of his 
experience. He got separated from 
his unit and was hiding in a shell 
hole near Cachy when ae tank 
charged directly over the hole. It 
was deep enough to protect the Ger- 
man, but he was so terrified that he 
lost consciousness and was just re- 
gaining his senses when the per- 
formance was repeated by a second 
tank. Again he escaped and saved 
himself further trials by being cap- 
tured.

From Battle Fronts 


LONDON, April 27 (By A. P.).— 
the French have recaptured positions 
from Locre to La Clytte, in Flanders, 
west of Mont Kemmel, the War Of- 
fice announced today. The fighting 
on the Flanders front north of Lys 
was very severe. The enemy ad- 
vance was held at all points. Heavy 
loses were inflicted on the Ger- 
mans. 

Continuing their counter attacks on 
the front east of Amiens the allies 
have gained further advantages in 
the Hangard Villers-Bretonneux ‘sec- 
tor, it also was announced. 

The Germans made a heavy attack 
on the front south of Ypres. There 
was a long battle for Voormezelle, two 


miles south of Ypres, which the 
British retained, taking hundreds of 
prisoners. 

The statement follows: 

“There was great artillery activ- 
ity on both sides during the night on 


Lys River. The fighting in this area 
yesterday was very severe, the en- 
emy making repeated and deter- 
mined attempts te develop the ad- 
vantage gained by him on the pre- 
vious day. After many hours of 
fluctuating battle the enemy’s ad- 
vance was held at all points. Heavy

“The enemy’s assaults on the 
French positions from Locre to La 
Clytte were pressed with extreme vi- 
olence and after three attacks had 
been beaten off with great loss to 
him, his troops succeeied at the 
fourth attempt in carryingthe villace 
of Locre. In the evening our allies 
counter-attacked and drove the en- 
emy out, regaining possession of the 
village. At other points all the en- 
emy’s attacks were repulsed. 


“Fierce fighting took place north 
of Kemmel village and in the neigh- 
borhood of Voormezeele which, aft- 
er a prolonged struggle, remains in 
the hands of our troops. In the aft- 
ernoon the enemy again heavily at- 
tacked our positions at the ridge 
wood southwest of Voormezeele and 
was completely repulsed. Some hun- 
dreds of prisoners were captured by 
us in this fighting. 


“Local fighting also took place 
yesterday afternoon on the Lys bat- 
tle front in the neighborhood of Gi- 
vency as a result of which 40 pris- 
oners were captured by us. 

“South of the Somme the fighting 
continued during the afternoon to 
the advantage of the allied troops in 
the Hangard-Villers-Bretonneux sec- 
tor. Our line was again advanced ar 
certain points and a hostile attack 
with tanks early in the afternoon 
was broken up by our fire and failed 
to develop. The number of pris- 
oners captured by us in this area is 
over 900. 

“Successful raids were carried out 
by us during the night in the neigh- 
borhood of Arleux (northeast of Ar-

German Minister to the Netherlands 
Stull at The Hague. 

WASHINGTON, April 27 (By A. 
P,).—The German Minister to the 
Netherlands is still at The Hague and 
did not leave for Germany as re- 
ported, the Netherlands legation an- 
nounced today. The Dutch Minister 
to Berlin returned to The Hague, it 
was said, to discuss with his Gov- 
ernment the progress of negotiations 
with Germany. 

No ultimatum, it was asserted at 
the legation, has been sent to Holland 
by Germany either in relation to the 
sand and gravel dispute or any other 
questions that may have arisen. 

The legation took occasion to deny 
that Holland has put an embargo on 
the export of tin, cinchona and kapok 
from the Dutch East Indies and said 
that the Government merely had is- 
sued an order-requiring that exports 
be licensed.

These tanks also 
carry about six machine guns, which 
fire from the front, rear and both 
flanks. The track, or caterpillar 
band upon which the tank runs is 
driven around by several pairs of 
wheels. Armor plate gives the whole 
machine the appearance of a turtle 
or an inverted basin. The speed of 
these tanks across country is said to 
be slow. On the highway it is re- 
ported to be much faster.

Every soldier has read the won- 
derful story of the Flanders’ block- 
ing operation, which recalls the cut- 
ting-out expeditions of the old days, 
with deepest admiration. The au- 
dacity of the plan, the vigor of its 
execution and the coo] but desperate 
courage of the seamen and marines 
who took part in the attempts all 
excite our enthusiasm. We can fee) 
sure that.a shiver of apprehension 
has run all along the Belgian and 
German coast at the thought that 
fresh enterprises of the same char- 
acter may be renewed elsewhere. 

Only one comment seems neces- 
sary. It has been suggested that this 
operation should have been attempt- 
ed long ago, and that naval author- 
ities in the past have been remiss in 
not attempting it. Such suggestions 
display a want of acquaintance with 
the situation on the Belgian coast 
line. : 

Hoped to Capture Bases. 

Up to the close of the campaign 
of 1917 and until it was conclusively 
proved that we could not continue 
the plans of the last year, there re- 
mained thé hope that we should 
place ouselves in possession of all 
this coast. In this case the ports 
of Ostend and Zeebrugge would be- 
come valuable bases for us, and to 
have blocked or otherwise rendered 
these little ports useless would have 
been to have deprived ourselves of 
important avenues of supply. It was 
only when this situation changed 
that strategy had to change with it, 
and consequently criticisms, made 
or implied, against the Admiralty at 
all when Balfour and Sir Edward 
Carson were in charge of it, are com- 
pletely relieved of all sense and rea- 
son. 


German attacks which recom- 
menced against the allied lines on 
the Western front last ‘Wednesday 
hitherto had not been general. They 
had been limited to the Albert-Mer- 
ville sectors, in the south battle 
front, and to the _ Bailleul-Wyts- 
chaete sectors in the‘north. They 
show no change in the intentions of 
the enemy, but only a more delib- 
efate prosecution of his plans be- 
cause the defense had hardened and 
he recognizes the critical task in 
front of him. 

Hangard Useful to Enemy. 

The region between the Somme 
and the Avre already has been the 
scene of very heavy fighting, and 
the Germans have made many at- 
tempts to gain possession of the an- 
gle between the rivers for the profit 
of his subsequent operations. The 


fresh attempt which he made on 
Wednesday last gave him both 
Hangard and Villiers-Bretonneux. 
He took the former from the French 
and the latter from us. Hangard, 
down in the little valley of the Luce 
is a useful bridgehead for the enemy 
when he has it, but the French re- 
main in possession of the high 
rround to the north of it, though 
they lost Hangard wood. 


More important was the German 
attempt to capture the hills west 
and south of Hailles on the left or 
west bank of the Avre including 
Senecat Wood. This attempt failed, 
and so long as the French hold this 
angle between the Avre and Noye 
the position in this sector is secure. 

The German attack on Villers- 
Bretonneux, held apparently by one 
British division, was carried out by 
at least feur German divisions, 
namely, the 4th Guard, the 77th, 
the 23d and the 24th. All of these, 
except the 77th, which is a new ar- 
rival, were in the attack of March 
21. These four divisions overpow- 
ered the defense with the assistance 
of some tanks of a new and large 
type, and obtained complete posses- 
sion of the town, which occupies a 
dominating and important position 
between the Somme and the Avre. 

The British army commander of 
this front determined to reconquer 
the ground and effected his purpose 
before the enemy had time to make 
himself comfortable. The night at- 
tack of the Australians was a splen- 
did performance, and by morning 
the whole village was won back and 
the Germans were gradually cleare4 
from other points in the neighbor- 
hood. The 4th Guard division will 
now be returned to Von der Mar- 
witz in a much shattered condition, 
and if Von Hutier is pleased to re- 
new the attack he will have to find 
fresh troops to carry it out. 

Allies Secure for the Moment. 

The position of the allies In these 
sectors for the moment is secure. 
The German Sixth Army in the north 
has, meanwhile, shown a strong dis- 
position to renew its assaults upon 
our Givenchy-Rebecq front, has not 
hitherto engaged his infantry in any 
serious manner. Von Arnim’s For- 
ty-eighth Army, on the contrary, has 
displayed strong forces on the Wy*- 
schaete-Ballleul front, and after 
flerce fighting, lasting throughout 
Thursday, established its head on 
Kemmel Hill. 

Field Marshal Haig mentioned 
yesterday afternoon that fighting was 
still going on at Dranoutre, Kemmel 
and Vierstaate, so that the rétire- 
ment of the allied troops had not at 
that moment proceeded to any 
length. If we have to admit the loss 
of Kemmel Hill, the next height to 
the westward is Mont Rouge, where 
the enemy should be held up until 
affairs in the Ypres section are 
straightened out. In. the Kemmel 
fight all the German divisions noticed 
at Neuve Eglize again figured, and 
with them were the new arrival, the 
Fifty-sixth Division. 

. 


These pockets were cleared up 
Thursday evening. 

Several light British tanks were 
used against the enemy at the mon- 
ument. There was fierce fighting 
in the streets of the town after the 
British launched their counter attack 
at 10 o’clock. British gunners had 
been deluging the place with gas 
and the assaulting infantry went in 
wearing gas masks. 

The Germans also were forced to 
don their masks and the streets were 
filled quickly with madly fighting 
men who looked like beings from 
another world in the big eyes of their 
face protectors. The town hall was 
full of Germans. Many of them had 
retired to the cellar where they were 
trying to sleep in their gas masks, 
for there had been no thought of a 
British attack that night. 

Large numbers of the enemy wer:2 
slain in the streets and many were 
taken prisoner. By Thursday morn- 
ing those who had been in hiding 
were crawling out and surrendering 
freely. They were still wearing their 
gas masks. 

German High Command 

Among the prisoners capturéd 
were several young officers who gave 
their opinions of things in general 
with refreshing candor. They were 
chagrined at the fiasco which the 
Germans had made of the Villers- 
Bretonneux attack. Some had un- 
kind things to say of the higher com- 
mand. , 

A large part of their trouble, the 
officers laid to the fact that the Brit- 
ish held a hill just north of the vil- 
lage which gave the defenders full 
observation on the Germans for 
many miles. This hill, known as Hill 
104, lies close to the front line and 
commands a wide sweep of country. 
From it the British gunners have 
played havoc with the German 
troops and transport. The prisoners 
said that for three days prior to the 
attack they had had nothing to eat 
because the food trains were 
smashed by shell fire and kitchéns 
which tried to cook what food there 
was on hand were continually being 
demolished. As a result the Ger- 
mans had little love for their task 
when the time came to attack. 

The Germans were more or less 
buoyed up, however, by the promise 
of great things from the tanks which 
had not yet been seen in action.

payers could not understand. 


Expediency Appeal Denounced. 

Wells, in his address, denounced 
politicians who get together and, for 
political expediency, select’ Irish, 
Italian or German candidates’ to 
appeal to these nationalities for 
their votes. 

“We of St. Louis are situated geo- 
graphically almost in the center of 
the United States,” he said. “Our 
people have come from every sec- 
tion of this country; in fact, from 
every quarter of the globe. Quite a 
large percentage of our population 
is of foreign birth and extraction. 
The vital question is, ‘‘Are there any 
neutrals among us?’ If so, I want 
to say to them that they are not 
loyal American citizens, and this is 
no place for their abode. 


“The time has passed when we 
should tolerate the half-American 
and the half of any other national- 
ity. We of this country have been 
too indulgent with those claiming 
American citizenship and at the 
same time ignoring and refusing 


American ideals and the true Amer- 


ican spirit. 

“How often have some of us taken 
part in a political caucus to consid- 
er the availability of a person as a 
candidate for office on the theory 
that he woyld command the Irish 
vote, the Italian vote, the German 
vote, or seme other foreign vote. I: 
say, as an American, shame on such 
political greed and cowardice! Let 
it be a part of American manhood 
that in future there be but one vote 
in this country—the American vote.

Should Adopt Our Ideals. 


Wells added that he did not wish 
to be understood as objecting to any 
one speaking German or other lan- 
guages as individuals; that he re- 
garded a person who spoke a plural- 
ity of tongues as accomplished, but 
he believed a person who adopted 
the United States as his country 
should also adopt its language, cus- 
toms and ideals. He said a person, 
even though born in this country, 
when trained in a foreign tongue 
would, @nconsciously, think and act 
the ideals of the country whose lan: 
guage he used. 


His objection is the use of any for- 
eign language in the transaction of 
public business and he has no objec- 
tion to foreign-language papers as 
purveyors of news events, when not 
used to spread propaganda and to 
inculcate foreign ideals. 


Wells said his ideas on the use of 
foreign tongues in this country were 
not new to him at this time. He had 
given the’matter thought since 1883, 
when he visited Lincoln County, New 
Mexico, and while there saw a young 


American on trial for his life before |

| FLEE, BUT ARE RECAPTURED 
Men Were Convicted by Courtmar- 
tial at Jacksonville, Fla., of De- 
faming President When Drunk. 
Frank B. Dunn and James J. But- 
ler, each 22 years old, being taken 
from Camp Johnson, Jacksonville, 
Fla., to Fort Leavenworth prison, 
broke away from Corboral Max Frei- 
berg at Nineteenth and Market 
streets yesterday morning and tried 
to escape; but both were recaptured. 
The men had just had breakfast 
and Sergt. Merrell, who accompanied 
Corporal Freiberg, had gone to see 
about the transportation.

6000 ACRES OF FARM LAND 
IN COUNTY UNDER WATER 


Meramec River Overflowed at Sev- 
eral Points—Creeks Near Gumbo 
Out of Banks. 

About 6000 acres of farm land in 
St. Louis County is inundated and 
many thousands of dollars’ damage 
to wheat crops has been done by 
rivers and creeks overflowed by re- 
cent incessant rains. 

Several families in the east part 
of Valley Park have been, forced to 
move by waters of the Meramec Riv- 
er, which is raising at the rate of 
two inches'an hour. It is thought 
that the crest has not yet been 
reached. 

Lowlands above and below Valley 


Park are covered with water. It is 
estimated that 3000 acres, 20 per 
cent in wheat, are flooded. The 


gate at Valley Park is 25 feet, 11% 
feet under the stage of the floods of 
1914. 

Creeks flowing Into the Missouri 
River near Gumbo are out of their 


banks over about 500 acres of farm 
land. At one point on the Olive street 
road between Gumbo and Chester- 
field the road is covered by six 
inches of water. . 

Twenty-five hundred acres of land 
within a one-mile radius of Fenton 
are flooded. The Gravois road at a 
point where it nears Fenton is under 
10 inches of water. The Meramec

The Board of Education yesterday 
announced that pupils in the St. 
Louis high schools will not here- 
after be permitted to begin the study 
of German. Those who are now 
studying German will be permitted 
to continue it as far as is necessary 


to complete the requirements for 
| entrance into college. 
As the course of instruction in 


foreign languages in the high schools 
is a two years’ course, this means 
that those who have begun studying

German this year will be permitted 


to study it next year, but no new 
class will be organized. hereafter. 
There are now 13 teachers of Ger- 
man in the six high schools, two of 
them negroes. 

The board also decided that a Ger- 
man textbook entitled “‘Hoeher as 
die Kirche’ ‘(Higher Than the 
Church) will be eliminated from the 
German classes. This book, it fs 
Stated, contains an objectionable 
passage relating to the Frango-Prus- 
sian War and Alsace-Lorraine. Two 
other books which have previously 
been eliminated are “Gluck Auf’ 
and “Im Vaterland.”’ 


Inquiry by Withers. 

President Murphy of the board, in 
announcing the decision, gave out a 
statement as to an inquiry which 
has been carried on by Supt. With- 
ers. Dr. Withers, he said, made in- 
quiry from Secretary of Agriculture 
Houston as to the attitude of the 


Federal Government toward the 
teaching of German. Secretary 
Houston replied that he had not 


heard the matter discussed. 

Dr. Withers sent telegrams to the 
superintendents of instruction in 
nine large cities, asking whether 
they were giving instruction in Ger- 
man, and whether they expected +o 
continue it. The replies showed 
that German is still taught in the 
high ‘schools of all the cities, and 
that its elimination was being offi- 
cially considered in only two of the 
cities, Los Angeles and New  Or- 
leans. 

The Superiintendent compiled a 
table showing the enrollment in Ger- 
man classes in the St. Louis high 
schools. “This table,” the report 
says, ‘shows public sentiment in S8&t. 
Louis on this question, better than 
any other available source of infor- 
mation. This table shows that in 
the white high schools there are at 
present 42 classes, enrolling 810 stu- 
dents. ‘In January, 1916, two years 
ago, there were 83 classes, enrolling 
1915 students. Consequently there 
has been a decrease of 58 per cent 
of the total enrollment within the 
last two years. In Sumner High 
School there are at present 9 classés, 
enrolling 195 students, as against 12 
classes and 253 students in January, 
1916. In all of the high schools, 
white and colored, there are at pres- 
ent 51 classes and 1005 students. In 
January, 1916, there were 95 classes 
and 2168 students, a total decrease 
of students amounting to 54 per 
cent. 


“These figures, however, do not 
adequately reveal the actual public 
sentiment toward the study of Ger- 
man in the high schools of.the city. 
Of the 810 now enrolled in the white 
schools, 580, or about 72 per cent, 
began the study of German before 
we entered the war, and 6nly 230, or

high schools began the study of Ger- 
man for the first time. At the open- 
ing of the present term, January, 
1918, only 56 students elected be- 
ginning German, a falling off of 90 
per. cent in two years. Moreover 
this decrease is general throughout 
the city. The falling off of the en- 
rollment in beginning German was 
100 percent at Soldan High School, 
94 per cent at Central, 90 per cent 
at Yeatman, 86 per cent at Cleve- 
land and 8&4 per cent at McKinley.” 


Textbooks Are Censured. 


A censorship of the German text- 
books now in use was undertaken 
several weeks ago, resulting in the 
immediate abandonment of “Gluck 
Auf” and “Im Vaterland” and the 
dicision to omit certain passages in 
reading from ‘Hoeher also die 
Kirche,” the book which has now 
been eliminated altogether. 

In explaining the decision to con- 
tinue German instruction for those 
now studying that language, the fol- 
lowing statement is made:

P.).—-A new legal battle which may 
take the case of Thomas J. Mooney, 
awaiting re-sentence to death on a 
murder charge, to the United States 
Supreme Court, was opened here to- 
day after it was thought that all 
possible legal services in Mooney’s 
behalf had been exhausted. 
Maxwell McNutt, Mooney’s chief 
counsel, filed notice with Judge 
Franklin A. Griffin, that on next 
Thursday he will move that all pre- 
vious proceedingg in Mooney’s case 
be set aside and that he be granted 
a néw trial on the ground of wilful 
fraud and malfeasancé in the of- 
fice of the prosecution. 
The notice was so unusual that 
Judge Griffin declared he could not 
at once decide whethér he had jur- 
isdiction in the case. This set the 
proceedings over until Thursday, 
when McNutt will make his motion 
and Judge Griffin will then decide his 
jurisdiction. Meanwhile, Mooney, 
who was scheduled to be re-sen- 
tenced today, gained a short respite.

- One of the chief reasons for the 
action of Food Administration, it is 
said, is to protect these persons who 
are financially unable to buy large 
quantities of ice. No imcreases in 
price will be approved unless dea]- 
efTs can prove through the produc- 
tion of their books that an exorbi- 
tant profit is not involved and that 
the raise is justifiable. : 

The telegram from the Food Ad- 
ministration reads: 

Law Department has ruled that 
manufacture and distribution on ice 
comes under food control act. The 
Food Administration is concerned 
that there should be no profiteering 
in ice, and especially that cost of ice 
to those elements of community 
which are least able to protect them- 
selves should not be increased over 
last year unless absolute proof can 
be given by ice companies as to ne- 
cessity. 

Any increase in price over that 
ruling last season to the household 
consumer will therefore justify in- 
vestigation as to whether it consti- 
tutes profiteering. All: ice dealers 
should be required to file with you 

‘any proposed schedule of increased 
prices before these increases are put 
into effect and no increase to house- 
hold consumer shall be made unti! 
after investigation. 


To Aid Domestic Consumer. 


Care should be taken not to injure 
Gealers by premature publication of 
Proposed increased schedule. Your

Dr. Isabel Gray, Furst 
Woman Army Surgeon 


St. Louis Physician Called Into Service--- Will 
Get Pay and Insignia of First Lieutenant 
but Not the Commission. 


BY MARGUERITE MARTYN. 

Dr. Isabel Gray of 5175A Delmar 
boulevard is the first woman to be 
called into the service of the United 


States Army Medical Corps. 

She will not have a commission in 
the army, since, according to laws 
made before women needed to be 
consulted as voters, no women may 
be commissioned in the United States 
army. The same law militates 
against Ruth Law, who established 
several new records in aviation, who 
has worn the uniform and devoted 
herself to patriotic service ever since 
we entered the war, but who isn't 
permitted to enlist in the aviation 
corps. 

Dr. Gray will be a “contract doc- 
tor.” She will wear the olive-drab, 
the scaduces and other insignia of 
the medical corps and will have the 
status and privileges, the pay and al! 
the appurtenances that go with the 
rank of First Lieutenant. So reads 
her contract signed by Surgeon-Gen 
eral Gorgas. 

Woman in Red Cross Work. 

St. Louis is furnishing another 
woman doctor to war work in Dr. 
Elizabeth Reed, but she goes into 
the service of the Red Cross. 

It was only after long persistence 
that Dr. Gray broke down the bar- 
riers excluding women from service 
in the army. Eight times in various 
guises she knockea at headquarters 
doors. Letters, personal visits to 
Washington, continued recommenda- 
tions of the local officers who have 
had charge of recruiting St. Louis' 
quota of medical men, always 
brought the same reply, “We are not 
taking any women.” 

Finally one letter left a loophole 

which Dr. Gray was quick to per- 
ceive and of which she immediately 
took advantage. It was contained 
in a postscript—who will say that 
the most important part of a letter, 
where women are concerned, is not 
always in the postscript! 
' To one letter, following the usual 
formal rejection of a woman’s serv- 
ices to her country, was added, as if 
it were a last, eleventh-hour possi- 
bility, “‘we have just received  in- 
struction to admit a few women as 
anesthetists.”’ 

Dr, Gray wired her application to 
be an anesthetist and by wire her ap- 
plication went under consideration 
and so quickly was her examination 
passed that there is every reason to 
believe her case was the first acted 
upon and that she was the first 
woman accepted, 

The physical examination, more se- 
vere and no different in application 
than that required of male officers, 


was an order to test not only the 


— oe 9 


physica] endurance but the earnest- 
ness of more than the average wom- 
an. This test she passed excellently. 
Quickly Passes Examination. 

And when it came to examination 
in professional equipment, Dr. Gray 
was able to show such exceptional 
qualifications, both of education and 
experience, that there was no deny- 
ing her capacity and value as a sur- 
geon wherever she might be needed. 
Even the usual intensive’ special 
training required of many newly re- 


cruited anesthetists is to be waived, 


in her case, her ability being too 
well known to physicians on the Ex- 
amining Board, whom she has as- 
sisted in that capacity. 

Dr. Gray leaves an extensive prac- 
tice in St. Louis, her patients being 
mainly children in whose maladies 
she has specialized. She is enthusi- 
astic over her appointment to take 
part in the biggest medical job Uncle 
Sam ever has contracted for. In an 
interview she expressed herself as 
glad to serve in the comparatively 
subordinate position of anesthetist if 
it will relieve another surgeon for 
service where he is more urgently 
needed. And as a woman, who, by 
her connection with public spirited 
movements, with suffrage, the Town 
Club and other such organizations— 
she always has shown herself inter- 
ested in the advancement of wom- 
en— she was gratified at having es- 
tablished a precedent which may be 
the opening of another road to equal 
opportunity for women.

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NEGROES’ MOVING 
INTO HIS PARISH 


Pastor of St. Ann’s Catholic 
Church, From Pulpit, Says 
They Are Not Welcome in 
His Congregation. 


ASKS THEM TO STAY | 
AWAY IN FUTURE 


The Rev. Father Walsh Says 
People in His Parish Are 
Terrified as Colored Folks 
Buy in 4200 Cook Block. 


The invasion of the 4200 block on 
Cook avenue by .negroes who have 
taken up their residence in the 
neighborhood hitherto occupied ex- 
clusively by white persons, caused 
the Rev. Father Walsh, pastor of St. 
Ann’s Catholic Church, Whittier 
street and Page boulevard, last Sun- 
day to call upon his communicants 
from his pulpit to protest against the 
coming of the negroes. 

Father Walsh told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter last night that he had said 
in his sermon that negroes were hov- 


ering over the white people like air- 
planes over a battlefield. Coming to 
the front of his chancel, he said, he 
announced that if there were any 
negroes in his~ congregation, they 
should know that they were not wel- 
come and in the future to stay away 
from his church. He said that he 
previously had observed without ob- 
jection the presence of a few ne- 
groes among the worshipers in his 
church. 
Blames Realty Profiteers. 

Father Walsh, in relating the inci- 
dents of the last few weeks, said 
that he believed the coming of the 
negroes was the work of profiteering 
real estate men who desired to force 
down values and seize the opportuni- 
ty to purchase property at prices 
much below its actual value. He 
also advised that the women of the 
neighborhood should organize some 
sort of a military company in which 
they could receive instruction in 
ways to protect themselves from the 
negroes, whom he described as fin- 
tolerably bold. He said that the 
people of his parish actually were 
terrified by their new living condi- 
tions. 

Many who own property in the 
4200 block on Cook avenue have 
placed “for sale” signs before their 
homes and, according to Father 
Walsh, others who are renters have 
signified their intention of moving. 

‘The first negro family to venture 
into the white neighborhood came 
three weeks ago,”’ Father Walsh said. 
He was followed by two other fam- 
ilies. 

‘There had been negro residents 
of the parish, but only along its 
boundaries, never in the heart of 
the parish. There are many negro 
families along the north side of 
Finney avenue, which is one line 
of parish, and about one block west 
of Sarah street, which is another 
boundary. Now there also is a ne- 
gro family in the 4100 block of Cook 
avenue,. come within a week. 

Clashes Have Resulted. 

“Clashes already have resulted 
from the intrusion. The building at 
4233 Cook avenype has been stoned 
repeatedly by boys. The damage 
has been more than nominal, I un- 
derstand. The negro boys have re- 
taliated by rocking the windows of 
lmy church on their way to school. 

“The negroes promenade on 
streets. hitherto unfrequented by oth- 
ers than whites. The white women 
are afraid to venture out after night. 
Petty crime has increased. 

“This coming of the negroes also 
threatens the disintegration of my 
parish, which represents an invest- 
ment of $200,000 in church building 


and parochial school, where 185 
white children attend. My congre- 
gation has in seven years’ shrunk 


from 400 to 250 families and now 
is facing still further sacrifice by

St. Louis Plan Contemplates 
Closing of All Agency 
Service Nights and Sun- 
day and One Station Sub- 
ject to All Calls. 


An important movement will be 
proposed at the next meeting of the 
St. Louis Automobile Manufacturers’ 
and Dealers’ Association. To the au- 


tomobile owner, the importance is 
in’ the probable establishment of 
three or four service stations located 
in convenient parts of the city for 
the accommodation of owners, whose 
cars may need attention after clos- 
ing hours or on Sundays. 

According to President Joseph A. 
Schlecht of the association, the cen- 
tralized service station idea originat- 
ed with Herman lL. Schnure of the 
Velie Automobile Co. 

Schnure’s plan is to have a princi- 
pal station at, say, Compton and 
Leonard avenue, with the Henry Mo- 
tor Service Co., another in North St. 
Louis, a third in West St. Louis and 
a fourth in South St. Louis. Then, if 
the motorist has mechanical trouble 
of any kind, needing immediate as- 
sistance, he will telephone to the 
nearest station, instead of calling up 
the firm from which he bought his 
car, knowing, as he will, that the 
firm is closed after 6 o’clock p. m. and 
all day Sunday. 

To carry out the idea, cards will 
be issued to motorists by the firms 
from which they buy their cars, giv-

ing general repair work, which would 
be left to the option of the owner of 
the car. 

The real purpose of this move is 
to meet the requirements of the War

But Fielder Jones disagrees with 
those who hold such a belief. The 
manager of the Browns says Horns- 
by has a weakness. It is, according 
to Jones, a slow curve, low and on 
the outside of the plate. And Fielder 
goes this one better by saying that 
smart pitching will stop, Hornsby evy- 
ery time. 


Looks for Faults. 


“By smart pitching,” Jones explains, 
“I mean that kind in which the heaf 
as well as the arm is employed. I 
dcn’t want to detract from Hornsby’s 
ability. He certainly knows how to hit 
—in the National League. But I be- 
lieved that, like all other great bat- 
ters, he must have some weakness 
and I set about to find out what it 
was. 

“I looked over my records in the 
club house previous to the start of the 
spring series and I found that, while 
Hornsby did not make many safe hits 
in the fall series last year, yet he hit 
certain kinds of balls hard, thus mak- 
ing difficult chances for the outfield- 
ers. 

“Investigation brought to light that 
the balis he hit hardest were fast 
ones either on the outside or inside 
and about waist high. It is 
difficult to pitch a ball on the inside 
to Hornsby because he stands at such 
a great distance from the plate. Thus, 
if a pitcher tries an inside throw, it 
either plays right into MHornsby’s 
hands or else he can let it go by and 
it is a ball. 


Gets Power Into Bat. 


“That is the reason Hornsby can 
get such power into his swings. He 
stands sufficiently far from the plat: 
to enable him to step into the ball. 
He swings from the shoulders, with 
all the force of his body, as well as 
his arms. Consequently, when he does 
connect, the ball is given a terrific 
impetus. 

“Ard Hornsby can hit fast balls, 
too, That in my opinion, is his spe- 
cialty. He seems to have a particular 
fondness for fast balls on the inside, 
which to a batter crowding the plate 


would be too far in. Hornsby’s stance 
enables him to meet such a bail 


squarely in tha middle of his bat 
and long hits naturally result. 

“TIT made such a deduction by watch- 
ing him last fall and this spring I 
instructed my pitchers to throw him

A scheme of preliminary training 
was also promulgated, and all begin- 
ners will be put through it. 

The ‘“‘craw!’’ stroke was chosen be- 
cause it is the most easily taught, 
and gives the best results. Adapta- 
tions of it can be made to suit both 
short or long distance swimming. 
The fact that it has sent back to ob- 
livion such time-honored styles as 
the breast stroke (the “sailor fash- 
ion” of beyhood days), the. “side 
stroke,” and,*to some extent, the old 
overhand style speaks sufficiently as 
to its popularity. 


Australian Originated “Crawl.” 


HE craw! stroke is comparatively 
new to watermanship. It origi- 
,nated in Australia and the type im- 


ported from the country is still re- 
ferred to as the “Australian craw!].” 
J. H. Sterrett, in writing of the origin 
of that storke gives credit to Dick 
Cavil, member of a famous family of 
watermen, for discovering and devel- 
oping its principles. He reiates that 
Cavil, in discussing his ability with a 
rival, one day, declared that he “could 
beat him with both feet tied togeth- 


er.” A match was made and @avil 
won it under the conditions  jen- 
tioned. 

Cavil had always argued tha his 


legs were not of much use to h mn in 
fast swimming, and that he be eved 
they hindered other swimmers hen 
performing at top speed, “becauge, in 
drawing them up and separating 
them, they stopped the run of his 
stroke.”

Since that time the “crawl” has 
mers and champions of the world.

Laubis Explaims the Stroke. 
ERMAN LAUBIS 

H member of the Great Lakes Sta- 

tion’s famous relay team, and former 

champion of the Missouri Athletic 


Association, yesterday explained the 
“crawl” stroke to the Post-Dispatch 


las follows: 


“One of the first things to master 
in perfecting the ‘crawl’ or any other 
stroke for that matter, is correct 
breathing. This must be timed and 
executed methodically, or also the 
swimmer becOmes exhausted early. 

“In the crawl exhaling takes place 
under water: inhaling is accomplished 
through the mouth by turning the face 
slightly to the side.. Once under way 
in a race I find it necessary to 
breathe with every complete cycle of 
the arm. 

’'Drawing breath in swimming is 
exactly opposite to that In any other 
form of athletics, where the athlete 
inhales through the nose and exhales 
through the mouth. In swimming the 
time for inhaling is extremely brief 
so the swimmer merely gulps in air 
with his mouth wide open, then he 
turns his face to the right so that his 
mouth and nose are under water, and

SO NE of the first things to re-

“The crawl stroke itself ds easily 
mastered. In this method of swim- 
ming the body is kept close to the 
surface of the water and almost hori- 
zontal. Except when breathing the 
face and head are partly submerged, 
and it is at this time that the breath 
is exhaled The eyes are above wa- 
ter and looking straight ahead. 

“The arms are alternately extended 
in front of the body, slightly bent 
outward at the elbow and directly 
in front of the nose when the back- 
ward propelling stroke is begun. Some 
swimmers complete the forward ex- 
tension of the arms under water, for 
a few inches, before starting the 
down stroke; others extend the arm 
forward entirely ouf of water and 
start the back pull immediately the 
hand ‘touches the surface. 
Ross, the most notable swimmer of 
the day, is one of this type. McGil- 
livray, Kahanamoku and others, in- 
cluding myself, complete the forward 
extension of the arm for about six 
inches under water. 

“After the catch on the water the 
arms must be brought down to a line 
parallel with the shoulders and the 
hand will describe an oval in the re- 
covery, and then extended forward 
again. Before the pull of one arm 
has ended the other must have begun 
its backward drag so that a continu- 
ous pressure is exerted on the wa- 
ter, insuring an even progress for- 
ward, instead of a jerky one.

OME people look so charitable 
when they tell you they just 
bought it a Liberty Bond, Maw- 
russ, that you would think they 
had been founding an orphan 
asylum or something,’ Abe Pot- 
ash said one morning in April. 

“Take for instance Max Immerglick, Mawruss, 
and the way that feller acted when he showed 
me the stub of his check book where he paid 
$500 to the United States Government for a 
first-class, gilt-edge, A No. 1 investment, y’un- 
derstand. I expected him to say any moment 
that he was ‘ery funny that way and that 
he never could resist an appeal from the needy 
and that his soft heart would be the ruin 
of him.” 

“That feller has got a soft heart like the 
chairman of the Loan and Discount Committee 
of a conservative first national bank, Abe,’ 
Morris commented, ‘which buying a Liberty 
Bond is just so much a charitable act as throw- 
ing away your bread on the waters with a cast- 
iron guarantee that it will return as cake in a 
few years, bearing interest at the rate of 4 1-4 
per cent per annum. Nobody could feel when 
he is buying a Liberty Bond that he is doing the 
United States Government any favors, Abe. 
Think what the transaction really means, Abe. 
A man has got a thousand dollars which instead 
of keeping it in his home he puts it in a bank 
because he figures that a bank could take better 
care of it. Now suppose he buys a Liberty Pond 
with his thousand dollars. All he is doing 
is repeating what he has already done, only THIS 
time he figures that no matter how good his bank 
really might be, the United States could take better 
care of his money than any bank on earth. And just 
for protecting himself like that, y’understand, he 
gets paid interest at the rate of 4 1-4 per cent per 
annum,” 

“Instead of paying him interest for such a thing, the 
U. S. Government should ought to charge him rent, 
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the same as a safe deposit vault company would,” Abe 


continued. 
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‘Nobody could feel when he is buying a ‘Liberty Bond 


that he is doing the United States Govern- 
ment any favors, Abe.” 


“And the fact that his money is drawing more than 
savings bank interest in a fireproof, burglar-proof and 
failure-proof super-banks, Abe, ain't all the satisfaction 
that he is getting out of the transaction, either. Any- 
body that buys a Liberty Bond is also getting a thou- 
sand dollar interest in the United Allies, Limited, the 
only corporation with a soul, Abe. It’s a privilege to be 
able to buy your way into such a corporation, Abe, 
because as a matter of fact, “tre only people who are 
really and truly eligible to become stockholders is 
men between 20 and 31 years of age, which has stil] got 
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their health and a 38-inch waistline. In other 
words, Abe, the only excuse for living that a 
fat man has got nowadays is the Liberty Bond 
which he buys, and if he don’t buy all he can 
afford, y’understand, he is in the same class 
as a healthy young feller of army age sag is 
trying to dodge the draft.”’ 

“Say! What's the use of getting aisitina) 
about it, Mawruss,” Abe said. ‘““To me it is a 
plain business proposition. Every man which 
is living today in this country is a partner 
in the war business, and, like any other busi- 
ness, if some of the partners give their time 
and experience to the business, the other 
partners gives the capital. So whether you 
call Liberty Bonds ‘bonds’ or ‘articles of co- 
partnership,’ y’understand, everybody over 
the age of 21 which ain’t in a military uni- 
form ought to be able to show such a bond or 
be kicked off the premises, because the whole 
United States these days must got to be con- 
sidered as one big war factory with signs all 
over it reading:

ERHAPS hundreds of thousands, or 


even millions, of persons believe that a 
receipt signed with a lead pencil or given 
on Sunday is void. This erroneous no- 
tion constitutes one of the statutes in 
a large unwritten book which has been 
called “curbstone” law. The “statutes” 
have no standing in any court or elsewhere but in the 
imagination, yet in some mysterious way they con- 
tinue year after year and decade after decade to retain 
life and gain new followers. Some of the more im- 
portant maxims of “curbstone” law have been collected 
and reduced to writing by a Michigan lawyer, Joseph 
L, Hooper of Battle Creek, who in Case and Comment, 
a legal magazine, in addition to presenting them, dis- 
cusses some theories as to their origin. 

“Curbstone law,” he says, “is that rule of conduct 
practiced and believed in by about nine-tenths of the 
inhabitants of these states. It is the quintessence of 
the common law—the commonest common law. It 
rests purely on tradition; it has only the sanction of 
its votaries; but it is a legal system, as certainly as 
the Code Napoleon. 

“Curbstone law forbids one man to strike another 
who is wearing eyeglasses. To hit a man wearing 
glasses is a felony, punishable by imprisonment for a 
long term of years. At least a hundred times in my 
practice I have heard this unwritten law expounded. 

“This immunity has saved many a man from pun- 
ishment, whether merited or not. I have known of 
only one instance (which was the real inspiration of 
this article) where this law was circumvented. A man 
and his wife had an altercation with an eyeglass-bear- 
ing boarder, who broadly insulted the lady. Her hus- 
band was about to beat the boarder as to the head, 
when his spouse interposed, saying: ‘Don't hit him! 
He wears glasses!’ Whereupon her husband plucked 
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‘saw through glass,” 


“curbstone”’ 
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the legal talisman from the boarder’s nose, laid it care- 
fully on a bureau and smote his unglassed opponent, 
nose, hip and thigh. 


“Under the provisions of curbstone law a witness 


may not testify to acts seen through a pane of glass. 


In other words, if you are sitting in a hotel window 
and see a murder committed in the street, you may 
not, as a witness, give your version of the crime. When 
I was a prosecuting attorney, I asked a policeman 
what he was going to testify to as to an affray he had 
witnessed near the jail. ‘Nothing; I can’t testify; I 
seen it through glass,’ was his rejoinder. 

“Another interesting maxim of this great system is 
this: ‘A woman’s word goes further’n a man’s in 
court.’ If a woman witness says a thing is so, and 
aman witness says it isn’t, the woman must be be- 
lieved. Not may be—must be. To us students of other 
systems, who look on women witnesses as sO many 
Sapphiras, this seems passing strange; but to the 
curbstone lawyer it is gospel. 

“If a man owes you a Dill and you dun him for it 
on Sunday, that cancels the bill. This is equally true 
if vou dun him over the telephone. If a landlord serves 
his tenant a notice to quit, the tenant need pay no 
more rent, even if he stays on fora month. The notice 
absolves him. <A _ prosecuting attorney must advise 
everybody and try overyone’s case for nothing, whether 
the matter is civil or criminal. If you want to col- 
lect a bill, and don’t care to hire a lawyer, the prose- 
cutor must ‘take it up on behalf of the people.’ 

“Many a client has come to my office to inform me 
that someone had garnisheed his pay. ‘Do you owe 
him the money?’ I ask. ‘Yes, I owe him the money 
all right.’

Harry A. Garfield, National 
r Fuel Administrator, tells in 
his own words why he issued 
his famous order of last January 
which closed down all American in- 
dustries east of the Mississippi River 
for a period of five days and for sev- 
eral Mondays thereafter. It is the 
first time that the public has been 
privileged to hear, straight from 
headquarters, the reasons for a pro- 
cedure which caused widespread 
amazement and called down upon Dr. 
Gerfield’s head a tornado of bitter 
criticism such as few public men ever have been called 
upon to endure. 

Dr. Garfield accepts full responsibttity for the order, 
and declares that, could time be turned-back, he would 
issue it again; moreover, he asserts, that if conditions 
warrant it he wtll take similar action in the future. 

One of the interesting things brought out is the fact 
that just before he caused the factories to be closed 
down he discovered that in the harbor of New York 
sir ships, laden to the gunwales with munitions, were 
anchored, waiting for fuel. A month before had oc- 
curred the holocaust at Halifar, caused by the erplo- 
sion of only one munitions-laden ship. Had the ez- 
plosives on the vessels in New York harbor let go, the 
Halifar disaster would have been mild in comparison, 
and “Brooklyn would have been blown off of Long 
Island,” Dr. Garfield says. 

Here is the story, as he told it to a correspondent in 
Washington the other day: 


CC OULD time be turned back to Jan 16,” 

Garfield was asked, “would you give 
the order that closed for five days 
most of the industries of the coun- 
try?” 

“T would.” 

“And will you repeat the order?” 

“J will, if such an order ever seems to be necessary. 
If it is, I wil, provided I have the power, act prompt- 
ly and vigorously.” 

“In the knowledge that you will again be con- 
demned most bitterly?” 

“Yes.” 

“You know, of course, that your fuel order of Jan- 
uary is said to have cost the American people several 
billion dollars?” 

“Yes, I know. The figures, even if they are accurate, 
do not impress me. A vital thing was to be done and 
was being done by France and Great Britain. I mean 
that civilization was preparing for the spring battle 
on the western front. 

“The allies had been promised the support of the 
United States—promised troops, food and war material. 
That support was not being given. Our troops had to 
be trained. They could not in large numbers be sent 
across the Atlantic at that time. But our supplies of 
food and war material were ready. 


‘Ready, but they could not be transported because 
the ships that were to carry them were unable to ob- 
tain coal. The ships could not get coal because our 
railroads were blocked by thousands of loaded cars. 
Terminals were choked with freight. Docks were piled 
with freight. Warehouses were filled to the roofs. 

“Coal could not reach the ships. And the allies were 
waiting for those ships to bring them wheat and meat, 
powder and shells for the armies at the front. 

“Whatever else may be said of the order of Jan. 17, 
it got coal to the ships and the ships sailed and the al- 
lied armies on the western front received some of the 
important things they required for the drive of the 
Germans that began in March. 

“The superwar board, as the newspapers call it, was

“We debated, in this superwar board, 
the one great problem of the hour, 
namely, the getting of coal and war

ade on the railroads. I had talked 
about the matter as much as anybody and had thought 
about it in bed at night. 

“I didn’t see then, strange as it may seem, that the 
congestion on the railroads was increasing and would 
continue to increase hour by hour, so long as new 
products were loaded into cars and supposedly start- 
ed for their destination. All of the members of the 
board felt, I am sure, that nothing should be done that 
would slow down the manufacture of war supplies. 

“The railroads, we hoped, would catch up or at least 
get a hole through the blockade, and that the weather 
would moderate. Indeed, I believed, from the feel of 
the air, that we should have a thaw in January. The 
thaw did not occur and I have ceased to think that I 
am a weather prophet. 

“Ships, I knew, bare of coal with which to get up 
steam, were laden and idle in our ports. I caused a 
list of them to be made. Careful and accurate men 
were assigned to the task. The figures were then 
checked by the Shipping Board. 

“It was learned that 480 ships with cargoes aboard 
were without coal. They contained great quantities 
of war material which the armies of France and Great 
Britain wanted for the German drive on the western 
front that was certain to begin early in the spring. 
As a matter of fact, the number was considerably 
larger than 480, but we did not find all of the ships 
at the time, and so they could not be included in our 
report. 

“Officers from the French embassy, here in Wash- 
ington, informed me that 22 vessels under their flag 
were unable to leave American ports because their 
bunkers were empty. The cargoes consisted of food 
and munitions. 

“There was plenty of coal, you understand, but it 
was locked behind thousands of cars laden with other 
war freight and could not reach the waiting ships. 
And all the time we were discussing nonessentials 
and hoping that the railroads would break the jam. 

“Then, all at once, the means of relief became clear. 
If production could be stopped temporarily and the 
flood of products hourly pouring out upon the tracks 
held back, the railroads could clear their lines and 
coal could reach the seaboard. 

“My first thought was to stop production during 
two blocks of three days each—six days in all—and 
during Mondays through a certain period. January 
had come, the thaw had not appeared and the East and 
Middle West were frozen hard and fast. 

“Word reach me then that six ships, laden to the 
gunwales with explosives, were anchored in the har- 
bor of New York. Winds were blowing and ice was 
moving. If one of those ships had gone up, all would 
have gone up and Brooklyn would have been blown 
off of Long Island. I did not wait to verify this re- 
port. I had reason to believe that it was true. 

“An investigation would have wasted several days. 
Furthermore, it might not have been conclusive. The 
confusion was so great that harbor rules were not al- 
ways strictly enforced.

REPORT has just been made of the latest dis-

for the last 10 years he has been established in the 
Temple Building, at 19 South Broadway. He there- 
fore has many entertaining reminiscences of the city 
in its early days, and has told some of them to the 
Post-Dispatch. 

He was born Dec, 31, 1834, at Georgetown, District 
of Columbia, soon after his father, Matthew Marcus 
Hastings, a school teacher in Dublin, had emigrated 
te this country with his family. When the boy was 6 
years old—which was 78 years ago—the family moved 
to St. Louis. 

At that time, he recalls,- Ninth street was the western 
city limit, and beyond was open country, with farm- 
pprees scattered here and there. Market street and 

ranklin avenue were country roads, with houses 
standing every half-mile or so. At many of the street 
corners were wells, which were the sources of the vil- 


packed with boats from Memphis or New Orleans, and 
steamboating was all the rage. It was often said that 
river captains and pilots ran the town. They were the 
lions of every social gathering. 
never met Mark Twain in those days, and made his 
acquaintance for the first time only a few years ago. 


The Mill Creek Valley was occupied by the Chouteau 
Pond, which Hastings describes as having been a beau- 
tiful lake. The Chouteau residence was on a peninsula 
extending into the lake, where the old Four Courts 
building stands. On the peninsula on Sundays the 
negroes held their baptisms. Most of the houses were 
of two stories, brick or frame, with an occasional 
three-story mansion: For entertainment the youth of 
the city attended panoramas or went on steamboat ex- 
cursions to Indian Cave, Alton and Ste. Genevieve. 
Hastings recalled a saying in St. Louis at the time 
that if one wanted a first-class mechanic he would 
have to send to Ste.

HastingsS did not go to war, but joined the Home

In the dead of night the little vessels 
entered the Gulf of Quarnero, got 
in Buccari Harbor. unperceived, 
sank a big Austrian transport at 
anchor there and escaped — The 
jeering message left by d’Annun- 
zio for the Austrian navy — :-: 


HREE Italian torpedo boats sneaked across the 
Adriatic on Feb. 10, entered the Gulf of Quar- 
nero after nightfall. got into Buccari harbor 
unperceived, sank a big Austrian transport 

there at anchor and escaped untouched. On one of 
them, commanded by Costauzo Ciano, were Luigi Rizzo, 
who had sunk the Austrian battleship Wien with one 
shot, and Gabriele d’Annunzio, the poet-airman, who 
had flown over the Austrian naval ports of Pola and 
Cattaro and bombed the vessels lying therein. .D’An- 
nunzio went to leave a jeering challenge to the Austri- 
an navy. The following is his story of the daring raid, 
translated and slightly condensed from the account of 
it he wrote for the Corriere della Sere of Milan: 


By Gabriele d’Annunzio. 
HE long wait has made us keen. 
dulls our edge. 

We spent the moonless nights of Jan- 
uary gulping fog, disputing over weath- 
er forecasts.

We are in the niar- 
rows. Midnight passed 35 min- 
utes ago. The boat is now noth- 
ing but keen-eyed, armed deter- 
mination. Are those nets? Are 
those batteries? We slow down. 
We try. No sort of obstructions. 
We skirt Cape Sersica and sail a 
few yards from the western shore. 


Porto Re is dark. Vigilance is asleep. The battery 


is silent.

F one went prowling through the 
yards at the Union Station in the 
nights of early April, he was like- 
ly to see, under the sudden flashing of 
a light, a cluster of men, women and 
children, standing or sitting in atti- 
tudes of stolid patience, and most of 
them clutching tightly boxes and pack- 
ages. Or he would see old women and . 
little children picking their way across 
the network of rails and switches, ob- 
livious of danger, towards some train 
that was backing -in. 

These were the St. Louis relatives of 
soldiers in the army camps, keeping 
vigil night after night in the hope that 
their own boys would pass through on 
the way to France. Sometimes the 
watchers numbered only a few scores; 
sometimes they assembled by hundreds. 
Nearly all carried gifts—a cake baked 
by mother, pastry cooked by wife, or 
boxes of cigarettes provided by father. 

Every day rumors had flown through 
the city subterraneously that at such 
an hour a certain detachment would ar- 
rive at the station, and then there fol- 
lowed a mobilization of watchers. They 
never gave up hope, despite repeated 
disappointments. One aged woman for 
weeks remained at the station from 
early morning until late at night, wait- 
ing for her son. A police sergeant, with 
two sons in the army, went to the sta- 
tion when he was relieved at 11 p. m. 
and sat there until morning. Another 
woman frequently got a ‘‘hunch’’ at 
midnight that her son was coming, and 
promptly set off for the station, often 
followed by a flock of neighbors. 

The pathos of the situation, according 
to army officers, was that there was 
but a slender chance for the watchers 
to find their loved ones, as the authori- 
ties, discouraging heart-rending fare- 
wells, route the soldiers whenever they 
ean through other points than their 
home towns. But the faith of the 
mothers, fathers, Wives and sisters at 
could not be shaken; and once in a 
while one of them was rewarded by 
finding her soldier boy, telling him 
good-by and loading him with gifts.
